Gore fiahts to the finish

V ice President A1 
Gore has been 
spending the final 
week of the presi¬ 
dential campaign criss¬ 
crossing the country, 
stumping in battleground 
states, often drawing large 
crowds as the first presi¬ 
dential election of the new 
millennium draws to a 
close. Numerous national 
polls show that the race be¬ 
tween Democrat Gore and 
Republican Texas Gover¬ 
nor George W. Bush is the 
closest in decades. 

Voters go to the polls 
this Tuesday, November 7. 

Gore campaigned in 
California Tuesday. While 
he still has a lead in the 
state, it has dropped in the 
wake of a surge by Green 
Party presidential candi¬ 
date Ralph Nader. 

Despite the strong econ¬ 
omy and low unemploy¬ 
ment, Gore has at times 
struggled to get his message out to voters that 
he is best prepared to lead the country in the 
21st century. 

Gay rights, which last year looked to be on 
the radar in this presidential campaign - es¬ 
pecially after President Clinton, first lady 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, and Gore con¬ 
demned the “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy 
covering gays in the military in the wake of 
the murder of Private First Class Barry 
Winchell at Fort Campbell, Kentucky - once 
again took a back seat to prescription drug 
coverage, reforming Medicare, Social Securi¬ 
ty, and tax cut proposals. In light of the lack 
of attention given to gay issues, and because 
many progressives don’t see a difference be¬ 
tween Gore and Bush, some potential voters 
in the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender 
community are supporting Nader.

Support for Nader has grown in some 
states to the point that it threatens to cut into 
Gore’s chances of winning electoral votes, 
and thus could potentially throw the White 
House to Bush. Nationally, gay rights organi¬ 
zations such as the Human Rights Campaign, 
have spent this week touring major cities in 
key electoral battleground states to appeal to 
Nader supporters to consider how voting for 
Nader might have the unintended conse¬ 
quence of electing Bush. Funded by the De¬ 
mocratic National Committee, the tour also 
includes representatives of the National 
Abortion Rights Action League and the Sier¬ 
ra Club. Out lesbian singer Melissa Etheridge 
performed at free concerts in Washington 
state and Oregon - two states where support 
for Nader has cut into Gore’s. 

“If George W. Bush is elected,” said Eliza¬ 


beth Birch, HRC executive 
director, “we will endure 
grave setbacks and it will 
dash even the most modest 
of dreams of Nader and 
Gore supporters alike.” 

One of the most impor¬ 
tant issues to many LGBT 
voters is the future of the 
U.S. Supreme Court. It is 
expected that the next pres¬ 
ident likely will make sev¬ 
eral appointments to the 
high court. 

“The winner of the next 
election may appoint up to 
three Supreme Court jus¬ 
tices,” Birch said Monday, 
October 30. “If Nader’s can¬ 
didacy causes Bush to win. 
Bush’s conservative 

Supreme Court appointees 
could put a woman’s right to 
choose, the environment, 
and the prospect of gay and 
lesbian equality in jeopardy.” 

Lesbian Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden (J3- 
San Francisco) exhorted 
people to vote for Gore be¬ 
cause of his “imitable record 
on lesbian and gay issues.” 

“To be sure, Al Gore has been with the 
community since his days in the Senate,” 
Migden told the Bay Area Reporter. “From 
AIDS health care to hate crimes legislation to 
equality in the workplace, Al Gore has proven 
his value to the community over and over.” 

Migden pointed out that Gore was an 
original co-sponsor of the Ryan White CARE 
Act during his days as a U.S. senator. This 
year, he proposed an additional $125 million 
for the fiscal year 2001 CARE Act. 

Gore is also a strong supporter of the Em¬ 
ployment Non-Discrimination Act, which 
would extend employment protection to les¬ 
bians and gays on the job. During his two

I n the escalating fight for proper 
and timely HIV information and 
services, the media and health offi¬ 
cials have painted a debate that ap¬ 
pears to be two-sided: in one corner 
are the AIDS dissidents, who simply 
refuse to believe in HIV, and on the 
other side is the AIDS establishment, 
which cannot possibly be effective 
with the dissidents around. 

But little attention is currently 
paid to the people in between these 
two extremes, 
that is, people 
with HIV who 
dare -to ask 
questions and 
raise concerns . 
about their 
treatment. 

Jonathan 
Romano is one 
such person 
who says the 
AIDS establish¬ 
ment’s efforts to

Harry Hay recovering 
from cancer surgery

H ow many lawyers does it take 
to protect the rights of peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and HIV?” 
asks the AIDS Legal Referral Panel, 
which promptly answers the ques¬ 
tion with the figure, “1,333,” in an 
announcement about its anniver¬ 
sary event this week. 

It’s hard to believe ALRP is in 
its 18th year, protecting the rights 
of people who face discrimina¬ 
tion, disability, housing, and other 
HIV-related legal issues since

H 1 arry Hay, founder of the 
H . Mattachine Society in the 
I 1 1950s, widely considered the 
“father” of modern day gay libera¬ 
tion, and called “a fierce essential- 
ist in his Radical Faerie ‘queer the¬ 
ory,’” is recovering from surgery 
for colon cancer in the critical care 
unit at California Pacific Medical 
Center, Davies Campus. 

Hay underwent surgery last 
Wednesday, October 25. 

“A couple of weeks ago, Harry 
started having stomach pains and 
within a couple of days he was in 
the hospital doing some tests and 
they found that he had colon can¬ 
cer,” recounted close friend Jerry 
Berbiar, who is helping to keep 
Hay’s circle of friends apprised of 
his progress. “They showed that it 
had not spread, so they wanted to 
get the tumor out pretty quick, so 
they did surgery and removed it. 
It was a successful operation, but 
with the shock of surgery and the 
anesthesia ... at 88 years old he’s 
having a slow, rough recovery.” 

“He’s amazingly strong and 


studying the movement of current 
events, probing into the future 
possibilities of humankind. A 
fierce essentialist in his Radical 
Faerie ‘queer theory,’ his hope is 
that we come together to discover 
the gifts we bring and begin to 
offer them to the broader culture. 

“When I expressed my disgust 
with presidential choices, he ar¬ 
gued forcibly that [Al] Gore sim¬ 
ply must win on the basis of judi¬ 
cial appointments. He’s still very 
much with us, caring deeply.” 

Hay and his longtime partner, 
John Burnside, relocated to San 
Francisco from Los Angeles in 
1999, after Hay served as grand 
marshal in the city’s Pride Parade. 

“Last night when I left him, he 
was in good spirits,” Burnside said 
on Wednesday, November 1. “He 
seemed to be uncomfortable, but 
alert, and his recovery seems to be 
proceeding along very nicely.” 

“I ask that you include him and 
his beloved John Burnside in your 
prayers, light a candle, hold him in 
your heart, blow him a big kiss ... 
whatever is compatible with your 
spiritual practice,” said Blackburn 
in his Internet posting. T

vital,” wrote longtime friend Bill 
Blackburn in an e-mail before the 
surgery. “This wonderful, cur¬ 
mudgeonly, loving, brilliant, and 
challenging man has lived his life 
to make the world better. He’s 
done much to change the world 
for queers and many others.

Visiting him a few 
weeks ago, I found him, as ever,

H ustice was delivered Wednes- 

|| day, October 18, when a San 
w Francisco Superior Court 
judge dismissed a case against a 
lesbian who acted in self-defense 
during an alleged hate crime beat¬ 
ing. 

Mia Parler faced felony charges 
for stabbing a male attacker who 
was part of a larger group of men 
that stalked, harassed, and finally 
began to physically assault her 
while she danced with her girl¬ 
friend at the city’s Club Faith on 
the evening of September 8. 

According to Community 
United Against Violence, when 
Parler’s lover was approached and 
romantically propositioned at the 
club by a couple of men, she told 
them she wasn’t interested and 
that she was a lesbian. While on 
the dance floor, the two women 
noticed that the men were danc¬ 
ing very close to them. The men 
continued to follow the pair 
throughout the club, then one of 
them swung his leather belt above 
his head and whipped Parler sev¬ 
eral times. The man then repeat¬ 
edly hit Parler in the head with his 
fists, and his friends jumped in to 
help with the attack. An attempt 
by Parler’s girlfriend to stop the 
beating led to her getting kicked 
out of the way, and nobody else 
intervened. Fearing for her life,

Parler reached for a knife and 
stabbed her primary attacker. 
When police arrived, she was ar¬ 
rested, while her attacker 
screamed in front of witnesses 
and law enforcement, “Take it like 
a man, you fucking dyke, I’m 
going to kill you.” 

Parler was brought to the 
county jail where she stayed for a 
day and a half with an untreated 
concussion. She was not offered 
food or water. Then, as icing on 


full investigation which would

the cake, she faced criminal 
charges for protecting herself. 

Efforts by CUAV and other 
community leaders, which includ¬ 
ed letters sent to District Attorney 
Terence Hallinan, the San Francis¬ 
co Police Department’s Hate 
Crimes Unit, and city officials, 
were largely unfruitful, and the 
charges against Parler were not 
dropped. 

“I tried to highlight the fact 
that law enforcement did not do a 


missal. 

“It was definitely a victory,” 
said D’Elia, who had earlier ex¬ 
pressed concern that victims of 
hate violence would get the mes¬ 
sage that the system cannot pro¬ 
tect them and would instead 
blame them for such incidents. 
The male attackers, she noted, 
were not charged with any crime.

The guidelines were adopted 
after listening to community 
input that followed last year’s 
public display of anger from 
artists who charged that the Pride 
Committee favored out-of-town 
acts by paying them while expect¬ 
ing San Francisco talent to per¬ 
form for free. Those allegations 
were met with the response that 
Pride relied heavily on donated 
services, from both worldwide 
celebrities and local talent alike. 
But the fees that were paid did 
tend to go to bigger, non-local, 
and often heterosexual perform¬ 
ers, a move that many San Fran¬ 
ciscans saw as symbolically disre¬ 
spectful. 

At all Pride events in the fu¬ 
ture, however, performers will re¬ 
ceive, at minimum, union rates 
for their work. They will also be 
featured in Pride publications as a 
way to receive free promotion. 

Community feedback on the 
new policy was encouraging. 

Board of Supervisors President 
Tom Ammiano called the move “a 
terrific first step,” while Ben 
Schatz, the ever-offensive “Rachel” 
in San Francisco’s dragapella 
quartet The Kinsey Sicks, said he 
hoped other Pride events across 
the country would follow the ex¬ 
ample. 

“Too often Pride committees 
and community groups created to 
promote queer pride have mud¬ 
dled their messages by paying 
straight performers while expect¬ 
ing queer ones to perform for 
free,” said Schatz. “If queer artists 
are to be disrespected, let it be in 
our dating lives, like everyone 
else.” 

While the new policy is just a 
beginning, the Pride Committee 
said it will continue to explore 
ways to fund LGBTQQ artists, and 
is currently in negotiations with a 
local club to promote a series of 
events. Next year’s Pride will take 
place over the weekend of June 23 
and 24. T 
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MANY GAY & LESBIAN PEOPLE MAY 
SOON BE BARRED FROM BUYING OR 
SELLING THEIR HOMES 


An initiative that will harm many gay and lesbian homeowners, and would-be homeowners, has been placed on the 
upcoming ballot by extremists. Those of us who have been fortunate enough to become homeowners, as tenants-in- 
common, will be prohibited from selling our homes if Proposition N passes. The CRIMINAL PENALTY for doing so 
will be 6 months imprisonment, with civil penalties of $10,000. 

And, gay and lesbian renters, who want a place at the table and who aspire to becoming homeowners, will be denied that 
opportunity. Tenancy-in-common is the most affordable form of home ownership in San Francisco, but if Proposition N 
passes, any tenant who attempts to purchase a tenancy-in-common unit will be subject to 6 months in jail. 

For years, gay and lesbian people have fought an uphill battle to achieve equality. In many parts of the country, and in 
the military, gay and lesbian people are considered criminals and can be imprisoned for exercising their constitutional 
rights. But in San Francisco? Because we want to be homeowners like everyone else? 

Many parts of the Nation are hostile to our community, and many of us have come to enjoy the feeling of equality in 
San Francisco. Many of us have put down roots here, have a stake in our City, and have become homeowners enjoying 
almost the same rights and privileges as heterosexual couples. Proposition N reminds us that those rights can be 
easily taken away. 

Who would believe that, in San Francisco, extremists would push a measure that would IMPRISON gay and lesbian 
people for attempting to purchase or sell our homes? Well, believe it, and if you don’t, get a copy of Proposition N. You 
might be going to jail. 

THE FACTS ARE: 

Tenancy-in-common has been a standard form of property ownership for hundreds of years, and predates 
the founding of the United States; 

Many, if not most, gay and lesbian couples hold title as tenants-in-common; 

Many, if not most, TIC owners are gay men or lesbians; 

Many, if not most, TIC buyers are gay men or lesbians; 

Heterosexual couples are permitted to hold title to their property in more ways than are gay and lesbian 
couples (they can avail themselves of community property rights - we are denied those rights); 

If gay and lesbian couples are not allowed to hold title as tenants-in-common, we will be denied the 
opportunity to bequeath our property to our heirs. The right to will our property to our family and loved 
ones will be stripped if Proposition N becomes law. 

The extremists who put Proposition N on the ballot don’t care about the injustice it perpetrates on our community. 
Extremists, whether from the right or the left of the political spectrum, are insensitive to the unique ways in which we 
define family. And, they don’t care that we are often FORCED to hold title as tenants-in-common as there is no other 
option. They, apparently, care only about exercising MUSCLE. And, their political ideology is one that includes muscling 
US out of our homes, and denying US the same rights and opportunities that they enjoy. 

When our community has attained full equality, including the right to hold title as community property (as the extremists 
can and do), perhaps we can talk about giving up some of our hard fought-for rights. Till then, send the extremists a 
message. Fight back!

G reen Party presidential candidate

The truth is that a Bush presidency would 
be disastrous for the country, especially for 
minorities, women, the poor, and the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgender com¬ 
munity. Bush is a wolf in sheep’s clothing, 
wandering across the country proclaiming 
to be a “compassionate conservative,” when 
in reality there’s no such thing. He talks 
about “leaving no child behind,” yet pushes 
school vouchers which drain millions of dol¬ 
lars from public education resources. He 
talks of not trusting the federal government, 
when he’s running for the highest office in 
the land that oversees that government. He 
talks of letting Americans decide what is best 
for themselves, yet wants to outlaw a 
woman’s right to choose what is best for her. 

Look at the people with whom Bush has 
surrounded himself. Who did the vetting for 
Bush’s potential vice presidential running 
mates? Dick Cheney. Who was Bush’s first 
appointment? Dick Cheney. Who opposed 
the Head Start program that helps low-in- 
come children and had one of the most con¬ 
servative voting records in Congress?

appoint to his Cabinet? Retired General 
Colin Powell, who orchestrated the failed

ly only get worse if Bush is elect- , 
ed and makes appointments to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. Bush 
himself has heaped praise on Jus¬ 
tices Clarence Thomas and Antonin 
Scalia, the two most conservative jus¬ 
tices, and pledges to appoint 
like-minded people to the na¬ 
tion’s highest court. That pos¬ 
sibility scares us most of all. 

For all his faults, A1 Gore is not a conser¬ 
vative. He is different from Bush, in many 
ways. On the environment, Gore opposes 
drilling in the Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge and Bush supports it. Gore favors 


benefits for same-sex domestic partners, 
similar to the Vermont civil union law; Bush 
opposes them. Gore supports the right of 
gay parents to adopt children; Bush oppos¬ 
es it. Gore supports equality in the 
workplace for gay Americans; Bush 
opposes it. 

For all his progressive talk, Ralph 
Nader has not been there for us. His 
telling comment on gay rights prior to 
this year’s campaign was a derisive 
^ reference to “gonadal politics,” 
hardly the attitude we want to 
see in a presidential candidate.

No on Proposition N

T here are many misconceptions and 
half-truths swirling around Proposition 
N. Proposition N is bad for renters, gays 
and lesbians, and moderate income San Fran¬ 
ciscans. Tenancies-in-common (TICs) allow 
moderate income San Franciscans an oppor¬ 
tunity to achieve the American Dream. By 
pooling their money, renters can buy a build¬ 
ing as a TIC. If the ability to buy TICs is elim¬ 
inated, the city will lose those very people that 
TICs are designed to help. 

It’s a myth that 90 percent of San Francis¬ 
cans can’t afford their own home. Here are 
the facts about home prices. These figures 
can easily be confirmed by any real estate 
agent. Let’s begin with two renters each earn¬ 
ing $44,000 per year. They can buy a two- 
unit building valued at $475,000. Assume 
that these two renters got together and paid 
10 percent down ($23,750 each) and moved 
into the building, each occupying a unit. 
Their cost of ownership would be about 
$1,600 per month. If each of those individu¬ 
als had a partner or roommate, the per per¬ 
son monthly cost of ownership would be 
about $800 per month. The per person con¬ 
tribution toward the down payment would 
be about $12,000. There have been 91 such 
buildings sold since January 2000 and there 
are 23 more available for purchase today. 

Now, let’s look at three-unit buildings. 
Three individuals each earning $44,000 per 
year can buy a building valued at $675,000, 
with 10 percent down ($22,500 each) and a 
monthly ownership cost of $1,400 per per¬ 
son. There have been 37 of these types of 
buildings sold since January. According to 
the spring 2000 issue of the Tenant Times, 
the average rent for a two bedroom apart¬ 
ment in 1998 was $2,005 per month. At 
those high rental rates, buying a two bed¬ 
room TIC is cheaper than renting. 

Professional activist Ted Gullicksen and 


his San Francisco Tenant’s Union use the 
costs of very expensive units to skew the av¬ 
erage dramatically upward, thus, fooling 
people into thinking that a yearly income of 
$ 100,000 or more is necessary to buy a TIC. 
That simply isn’t true. TICs help first time 
home buyers get their foot in the door. Any¬ 
one who thinks they can’t afford a home 
here might consider contacting a real estate 
broker to find out themselves. They might 
be very surprised at what is available. 

Myth number two: Proposition N will 
mean no more evictions. The best way for 
someone to avoid the threat of eviction 
is to become a homeowner. If you 
bought a TIC at age 40 and paid off 
the mortgage in 30 years you would 
own your home outright at age 70. 

You could never be evicted. You 
could also sell your home if you 
chose. You would boost your re¬ 
tirement savings, because 
of tax write offs that 
home ownership affords. 

Myth number three: 

San Francisco is losing its rental stock at an 
alarming rate because of TIC sales. Ted Gul¬ 
licksen states that 1,000 units per year are 
being Ellis Acted out so that new homeown¬ 
ers can move into the buildings that they 
bought. There are about 250,000 individual 
units contained within buildings of two to 
four units per building. If you do the math, 
less than .05 percent of the two- to four-unit 
housing stock is being purchased by new 
homeowners. And remember, I haven’t in¬ 
cluded the number of units in five- and six- 
unit buildings. Furthermore, the majority of 
those TICs aren’t being purchased by wealthy 
Presidio Heights residents, they’re being pur¬ 
chased by moderate income renters. 

Myth number four: Proposition N is not 
bad for gays and lesbians. Because of the 
“non-exclusive right of occupancy clause” 
in Proposition N, if a TIC partner buys a 
unit as a single person and then meets a 


lover who moves in, the partner cannot be 
added to the deed. If the owner dies, he can¬ 
not leave his partner their home. The only 
people who can inherit his or her interest in 
the building are the other building owners. 
Married couples are protected by Califor¬ 
nia’s community property law, so their 
property is shared automatically. 

Since buildings can’t be sold with the “ex¬ 
clusive right of occupancy,” TIC owners will 
be robbed of the fair value of their homes 
when they decide to sell. Owners will never 
be able to legally separate themselves from 
their mortgage partners for the purpose of 
refinancing, or taking out a home equity 
loan against their unit. 

TICs are the most affordable 
way for working people to be¬ 
come homeowners. I know of 
many lesbians and gay men 
who’ve purchased TICs. Thou¬ 
sands of diverse renters 
will leave the city to be¬ 
come homeowners if 
Proposition N passes. 

Ted Gullicksen and his lawyer friends are 
part of a small industry that relies on hous¬ 
ing shortages and lawsuits brought against 
honest hard working people whose only 
crime is the desire to improve the quality of 
their lives. He has no interest in creating 
long term security of home ownership for 
working people. He’s fostered an “us against 
them” environment that pits tenants against 
tenants and small property owners against 
renters. Gullicksen is a paid professional ac¬ 
tivist. Gullicksen and his lawyer friends ben¬ 
efit from the problems he creates for others. 
Proposition N won’t add one more unit of 
affordable housing, but it will prevent work¬ 
ing people like you and me from ever own¬ 
ing our own homes. Vote no on N. ▼

Engage loved ones in dialogue 

What prompts me to write this letter is hearing 
from three gay friends in quick succession that their 
parents or siblings in pivotal states were planning to 
vote for George Bush. All three are out to their fami¬ 
lies and enjoy their support around gay issues. One’s 
mother is even active in PFLAG. So, what to do?

Remember the New Main 

Nobody wants libraries falling on kids, as Mark 
Mackler noted in his letter [Mailstrom, October 5] - 
and that is why the San Francisco Public Library 
should fix the Noe Valley branch immediately - along 
with the other two branches rated seismic 4 by the 
city. But the Proposition A bond is not the way to do 
it. 

The total cost of an immediate fix for all three dan¬ 
gerous seismic 4-rated branches would cost less than 
$ 14.1 million. That is the library bond’s cost estimate 
for all renovations to these three branches, minus ex¬ 
pansion costs. For the Noe Valley branch, the estimate 
is $4.2 million. 

And that’s it - fixing the three seismic 4s does not 
require a $106 million, 10-year bond project that 
would tear down and replace, renovate, or freshly 
build facilities in 25 locations and would spend near¬ 
ly $5 million for three branches that were already seis- 
mically upgraded less than 10 years ago under the 
1988 Proposition A. The remaining branches, all rated 
seismic 3 or lower, should be evaluated with all city 
facilities, including health and recreation, in a city¬ 
wide review of where we stand and what measures 
should reasonably be taken to reduce the risks of 
earthquake injuries. To say that “many” branches are 
seismic 4s, as Mackler did, is misleading when the ac¬ 
tual number is three out of 26. 

Mackler says he agrees with almost all of James 
Chaffee’s observations about the New Main [“Not our 
library branches, too,” Guest Opinion, September 14]. 
Logic suggests it would therefore be foolhardy at best 
to entrust $106 million for branches to the same or¬ 
ganization the library administration and the Friends 
and Foundation - that built the problem-plagued 
New Main and mishandled the 1988 Proposition A 
and 1994 Proposition E funds. 

The responsible thing for citizens of all ages is to 
remember what happened at the main library and 
also the 1988 Proposition A and 1994 Proposition E - 
remember the New Main, and don’t let it happen 
again. San Franciscans should vote no on Proposition 
A, and let the new district supervisors supervise the 
rebuilding of branches as needed, with abundant 
public input and improved, independent oversight, 
on a much less costly pay-as-you-go basis.

The misleading comments about the “Ammiano 
machine” by spokespeople for the real machine ob¬ 
scure the real stakes in this election by attempting to 
tar the opposition with the same dirt as applies to 
themselves. The voters of San Francisco should not be 
deceived by this tactic.

Mourning a governor 

On the night of October 16, my governor was 
killed in a plane crash. Mel Carnahan had been the 
governor of Missouri since I’d been involved in his 
winning 1992 campaign, but I’ve been calling him 
“my” governor ever since moving away from my 
home state. Even though many had asked me to reg¬ 
ister to vote here in San Francisco for the last several 
elections, I happily voted absentee in order to vote for 
my governor. 

For Missouri, Governor Carnahan was our demo¬ 
cratic savior. He saved us from years of Republican 
statewide rule. In 1988, he was the only Democrat to 
win statewide and gave us hope for the future. In 
1992, he saved us from the possibility of having 
William Webster as our governor by defeating him 
solidly. This is the same William Webster of the infa¬ 
mous Webster v. Reproductive Health Services decision 
by the U.S. Supreme Court which began to turn back 
the clock on women’s lives. And my governor did it 
while being solidly pro-choice in a conservative state. 

At the end of 1998, he gave us even further hope 
for the future by taking up the enormous task of try¬ 
ing to unseat Missouri’s extremist right-wing senator, 
John Ashcroft. In fact, the polls throughout the year 
were evenly split between the two and this Senate race 
was one of the few rated as a tossup throughout the 
country. 

On a personal level, my governor was an incredi¬ 
bly likable guy who even turned conservatives around 
and helped make liberal issues not seem so frighten¬ 
ing to many regular Missouri folks. On the night of 
October 16, scant hours before his death, my governor 
headlined a local Missouri event and pledged his sup¬ 
port for federal legislation to outlaw hate crimes and 
employment discrimination based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion. He also was scheduled to receive the Human 
Rights Campaign Equality Award at the HRC Mid¬ 
west Gala in November for his work on behalf of 
equal rights. He was progressive without seeming like 
a “crazy liberal,” a label which may work here in San 
Francisco, but does not in Missouri. 

It is not that I just wanted a Democrat in the Sen¬ 
ate from Missouri. I was really working and fighting to 
have my governor as my U.S. senator because, not 
only would it end the reign of Senator Ashcroft, but 
more importantly, because he would have been a 
tremendous bridge between the political divide. 

I was pretty much in shock for several days after 
his sudden death. I don’t know exactly how to explain 
it other than I think I understand how people felt after 
JFK and RFK were assassinated. I had never thought 
that I would feel such sadness after the death of a 
politician, but I have since realized that Mel Carna¬ 
han was more than just a politician. He was “my” gov¬ 
ernor.

Gore is the choice 
for LGBT voters

T his Tuesday’s election, the 
first presidential contest of 
this new century, provides 
the country’s lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgender community 
with what could very well be the 
most important political choice of 
our lifetimes. The difference be¬ 
tween Democratic Vice President 
Al Gore and Republican Gover¬ 
nor George W. Bush couldn’t be 
more stark. Indeed, if voters are 
looking only for the most “lik¬ 
able” candidate (and there are 
plenty of polls to suggest just that) 
then probably Bush, the pride of 
former President George H.W. 
Bush, the man with the confident 
strut, the ever-present smirk and 
the “gee whiz, aw shucks” twang, 
will end up as our next president. 
Yes, if this election is really only 
about who seems to be the nicer 
guy or who you would rather have 
a beer with, then, Papa Bush’s 
“boy George” will likely fit the bill. 

This election, however, should 
not be about the Bush family ego, 
and whether or not the elder Bush 
needs some sort of political re¬ 
venge for losing to the Bill Clin- 
ton-Al Gore ticket eight years ago. 
True, momma “Bar” is now fran¬ 
tically crisscrossing the country 
actually “warning” voters 
against defeating her 
playboy son, but the guy 
clearly is not ready to 
hold what is arguably the 
most powerful job' in 
the world. No, this 
presidential election is 
not about who 
appears to be 
the nicer guy, 
it’s about us - 
about who will 
be the best choice for all Ameri¬ 
cans in general and the LGBT 
community in particular. 

Once again, let’s take a look at 
the records of Al Gore and George 
W. Bush, particularly as they per¬ 
tain to the gay community. The 
next president’s appointments to 
the U.S. Supreme Court (three, 
possibly four) will affect laws of 
importance to the gay communi¬ 
ty for the next three decades. Cur¬ 
rently, the nation’s highest court is 
deeply divided on issues like gay 
rights, religion, abortion, affirma¬ 
tive action, and gun control. A 
Bush presidency would surely 
mean appointments to the high 
court, probably within the first 
year, that would likely overturn 
most or all current laws that are 
the least bit friendly to the gay 
community, and would certainly 
overturn Roe v. Wade as well. That 
alone is more than enough reason 
to make sure that Bush does not 
win this Tuesday’s election. 

President Clinton, often after 
consultation with Gore, has ap¬ 
pointed more than 150 gays and 
lesbians to executive and judicial 
positions and Gore has pledged 
openly that, if he wins this elec¬ 
tion, he will continue that Clin- 
ton-Gore legacy. Need I remind 
you that when Bush was asked in 
February if he would appoint gays 
to public office he quickly an¬ 
swered that “an openly known ho¬ 
mosexual is somebody who prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t share my philoso¬ 
phy,” clearly signaling that he was 
prone not to appoint such people 
to public office. 

Do I have to remind voters 
from our community - Democrat 


and Republican alike - that while 
Gore supports eliminating the 
military’s current “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” policy and allowing 
homosexuals to serve openly in 
the military, Bush adamantly 
opposes gays and les¬ 
bians serving in the 
military and says the 
current DADT poli¬ 
cy, is more than suf¬ 
ficient? 

And where, inci¬ 
dentally, is the “com¬ 
passionate” 
Texas gover¬ 
nor on the 
issue of dis¬ 
crimination 
against the LGBT community? 
While Gore supports the Employ¬ 
ment Non-Discrimination Act 
and is committed to continuing 
the 1998 landmark executive 
order against discrimination in 
the federal civilian workforce, the 
Texas governor blatantly refused 
to adopt a non-discrimination 
policy inclusive of sexual orienta¬ 
tion as Texas governor and has 
consistently refused to endorse 
ENDA. That alone says plenty 
about Bush’s “compassion.” 

On yet another issue of impor¬ 
tance to the community, the vice 
president strongly supports dele¬ 
gating gay adoption decisions to 
adoption professionals on a case- 
by-case basis and believes that 
adoption decisions should be 
made in the best interest of the 
child and not based on prejudice; 
Bush says bluntly that “I’m against 
gay adoptions.” I point out, too, 
that while Gore supports extend¬ 
ing benefits that married couples 
receive to domestic partners, Bush 
continues to support Texas’ 
sodomy law as a gesture of “tradi¬ 
tional values,” indicating his obvi¬ 
ous disbelief in the legitimacy of 
gay relationships. 

Another issue of great impor¬ 
tance to the LGBT community 
where Gore and Bush differ has to 
do with the ever present issue of 
anti-gay violence. Gore has 
worked for many years to battle 
anti-gay violence; Bush has, at 
best, been indifferent to this issue. 
Gore declares that “violence 
against gays and lesbians must end 
and as president, I will continue to 
fight for enactment of a hate 
crimes law which includes sexual 


orientation.” As governor of Texas, 
Bush just last year opposed adding 
“sexual orientation” to that state’s 
hate crimes law. 

Any way you look at it - for the 
country in general and the LGBT 
community in particular - the 
election of George W. Bush to the 
presidency would be a disaster. 
With Bush in the White House, 
appointing anti-gay justices to the 
Supreme Court, and with his ho¬ 
mophobic GOP cronies like Trent 
Lott, Jesse Helms, and Tom 
DeLay running the Congress, 
rights for gays in this country 
would very likely be set back 
decades. 

Between now and November 7 
point out to one or two of your 
friends what George W. Bush real¬ 
ly stands for - Bush opposes gay 
civil unions, gay adoptions (with¬ 
out exception), gays in the mili¬ 
tary, defends his own state’s anti¬ 
gay sodomy statue, and glaringly 
continues to oppose any hate 
crimes legislation for gays. 

I’ve watched this campaign for 
two years now; I’ve got to believe 
that LGBT Democrats, whether 
they consider Gore a “likable guy” 
or not, will surely recognize how 
important - how urgent - it is that 
they vote for Gore and make sure 
that Bush loses this election. I 
hope that our gay and lesbian Re¬ 
publican friends can forget about 
their party allegiance and recog¬ 
nize the importance of this elec¬ 
tion as well. 

And to those gay and lesbian 
voters who are still thinking about 
casting a vote for Ralph Nader, 
make no mistake, a vote for Nader 
is indeed a vote for Bush (the Re¬ 
publican National Committee has 
even taken to running television 
ads now urging votes for Nader). 
On this very issue, let me share a 
quote from a recent article in the 
Los Angeles Times entitled “Listen 
Up, Naderites: You’re Playing a 
Dangerous Game.” “It is time for 
progressive Democrats to be prac¬ 
tical; Al Gore is a centrist Democ¬ 
rat, but Gore is on record as sup¬ 
porting the McCain-Feingold 
campaign reform measure, affir¬ 
mative action and a woman’s right 
to choose. Gore would protect So¬ 
cial Security and Medicare from 
Bush’s irresponsible privatization 
schemes. He (Gore) has an expan¬

G AY COLUMNIST: I realize 
this is probably a lost cause 
among young urban homo¬ 
sexuals, but it really bugs me: Why 
do you insist on calling yourself 
“queer”? 

QUEER FRIEND: Because I 
want people to recognize me as dif¬ 
ferent. I want to be unashamed 
about what makes me different 
from others. What we call ourselves 
matters. “Gay” is just too bland, too 
conventional. “Queer”packs power. 
It’s assertive. It has bite. 

GAY COLUMNIST: But I don’t 
want to bite anyone. Much of 
America already thinks we bite. 
They think all we do is lurk in 
bathrooms waiting to devour their 
unsuspecting children. “Queer” 
has always been a term of deri¬ 
sion. I first heard the word as a 
young boy on the playground 
when we used to play a game 


called “Smear the Queer,” the ob¬ 
ject of which was to pummel the 
person who had the ball, the 
queer. 

QUEER FRIEND: Well, we have 
a chance to reclaim the word, to rob 
it of its destructive and insulting 
power in the mouth of the bigot. 
Who cares what bigots think 
anyway? We can’t let them 
define us. We have to es 
tablish and define our 
own identity separate 
from them. 

GAY COLUMNIST: But 
defining yourself 
against your enemy 
is just another way 
of letting your 
enemy define you. And speaking 
of definitions, my dictionary says 
“queer” means “mildly insane,” 
, “touched,” “worthless,” “counter¬ 
feit,” and “not quite well.” Who 
wants to be defined that way? 

QUEER FRIEND: Look, queer¬ 
ness is an acknowledgment that

we’re not just like everyone else. 
We’re apart. We’re our own com¬ 
munity. We need to support our¬ 
selves, spend money at our own 
businesses, live amongst other 
queers, elect our own to office. 

GAY COLUMNIST: That 
sounds like separatism to me. I 
don’t see how we’re going to 
achieve equality in the law 
or in our lives unless we 
show straight America 
that - in all essential re¬ 
spects - we’re not different. 
White America accepted civil 
rights legislation for 
blacks when it began 
to appreciate that 
blacks were the same 
as whites in all important respects 
and therefore deserved the same 
rights. 

QUEER FRIEND: There you go 
with the civil rights mythology. 
Blacks have made progress because 
they developed a group conscious¬ 
ness. They circled the wagons. We 
should do the same, and realize that 
to straight America it doesn’t matter 
whether you’re rich or poor, Repub¬ 
lican or Democrat - if you’re gay, 
you will never be seen as an equal. 
We need to look after our own. 

GAY COLUMNIST: And what 
of the young gay men and women 
who grow up without the benefit 
of an insulated, supportive gay en¬ 
vironment? These are the kids 
who have three times the suicide 
rate of the average. Almost all of 
us come from a straight family 
and maintain ties to that family 
after we leave. Even if we wanted 
to live and work apart, we’d all 
spend the first part of our lives 
with straight people. If we shut 
ourselves off from the straight 
world, by our words or our acts, 
we’re abandoning those kids. It 
seems to me that our challenge is 
to fully integrate ourselves into 
the fabric of American life so that 
we’ll be everywhere to support gay 
youth as they mature, not just in 
small sections of large cities. 

QUEER FRIEND: But straight 
America must accept us as we are, 
not as they want us to be. I’m not 
fighting for the right to be the same. 
I’m fighting for the right to be dif¬ 
ferent. 

GAY COLUMNIST: I don’t ad¬ 
vocate changing who we are just 
to make ourselves palatable. But it 
turns out that who we are is pret¬ 
ty unradical. When I came out to 
my grandma, I tried to put my 
sexual orientation in terms she 
would understand. So I told her 
that there was someone very spe¬ 
cial in my life whom she had met 
and liked. I guess I could have 
walked up to her wearing an ACT 
UP T-shirt, thrown fake blood on 
her, and said, “I’m here! I’m queer! 
Get used to it!” 

QUEER FRIEND: That’s pretty 
much what I did to my grandma 
and she deserved it. 

GAY COLUMNIST: What 
hurts us is the way we try to ro¬ 
manticize our struggle as if we’re 
some merry band of principled 
non-conformists. I think the idea 
of accepting gays is jarring enough 
to most Americans. That’s enough 
to awaken them from their sleep of 
complacency that you disdain. 
“Gay” may seem bland to some of 
us, but it’s still uncharted territory 
to many of them. “Queer” just puts 
more space between us and them. 

QUEER FRIEND: This looks 
like a cover for turning us all into 
yuppie suburban assimilationists.

Begin transmission

M y name is Gwen Smith, 
and welcome to my col¬ 
umn, Transmissions. 

My mom always told me never 
to talk to strangers, so I gather I’d 
best introduce myself before we 
go much farther. It may give you 
an idea of where I’m coming 
from. 

I’m a thirty-something, bisex¬ 
ual transwoman. I’m sure you un¬ 
derstand the first two labels, but 
when I say “transwoman,” I mean 
that I was born and raised to be a 
man-type, but am now living my 
life as a woman-type. I’ll try not 
to bore you with all the sordid de¬ 
tails, but I’m sure that they’ll 
come up now and then. 

I’ve been a transgender ac¬ 
tivist since the early 1990s. Much 
of my focus in the last two years 
has been on anti-transgender vi¬ 
olence, including creating a Web 
project called “Remembering 
Our Dead.” I’ve also focused on 
transgender access to the Inter¬ 
net, including getting a certain 
large Internet service to allow for 
transgender discussion back in 
1994. 

I’m involved with several or¬ 
ganizations, including Gender 
Education and Advocacy, 
Gay.com, and the GLBT Histori¬ 
cal Society of Northern Califor¬ 
nia. 

I’m also in a committed les¬ 
bian relationship. One that the 
state of California - Proposition 
22 be damned - recognizes as 
legal, signed, and sealed when 
they thought I was something 
else. When last I checked, my 
lover and I have not managed to 
destroy the state of heterosexual 
marriage or to damage tradition¬ 
al family values, though. I guess 
we’ll have to keep trying. 

As you may have guessed from 
some of the above, this column 
may have a little something to do 
with transgender issues. But be¬ 
fore you flip toward the wrap-up 
of the Halloween parties, I do 
want you to know that I won’t be 
writing strictly for transgendered 
people. I am of the belief that 
much of what is faced by trans¬ 
gendered people has a bearing on 
gay, lesbian, and bisexual people. 
For example (and because I 


simply cannot avoid going into 
it), consider the elections. To me, 
one way to tell how positive a 
candidate will be on the issues of 
the mainstream queer movement 
is to look at how s/he treats the 
so-called fringe. And I suspect 
that many would consider trans¬ 
gendered folks to be a large part 
of that “fringe.” 

Much of the research within 
the local races was done for me 
by a group called the Transgender 
Political Caucus, or TPC, which 
is comprised of individuals from 
all portions of the transgender 
community. They sent a note 
to all of the candidates for 
the Board of Supervisors, 
asking them their stance 
on such issues as trans¬ 
gender sensitivity train¬ 
ing for the San Francis¬ 
co Police De¬ 
partment, and 
city recruit¬ 
ment and hir¬ 
ing of transgendered people. 

Why those issues? It might 
surprise you to know that in a 
city known for its acceptance of 
diversity and one of the few that 
has a transgender anti-discrimi¬ 
nation ordinance, there are still 
many issues that transgendered 
people face. For example, even 
though 2 percent of the popula¬ 
tion of the city is transgendered, 
according to TPC, less than 20 of 
the 26,000 public employees - 
.076 percent - are trans-identi- 
fied. Likewise, only one of the 
more than 400 city and county 
commissioners is transgender 
and not even one of the countless 
agency and department heads is. 

And, on top of all of that, 47 
percent of all reported violence 
against transgendered people in 
San Francisco during 1999 was 
committed by officers of the 
SFPD or the Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment. 

Of the 57 candidates contact¬ 
ed, less than half actually both¬ 
ered to reply. The campaign man¬ 
ager of one of the non-respon¬ 
dents said, via a phone call, that 
“having the endorsement of the 
transgender community will like¬ 
ly hurt my campaign more than 
help it.” 

Others weren’t so bothered by 
a transgender endorsement, with 
the entire lavender slate respond¬ 


ing positively, as well as many of 
the progressives. Only three of 
the incumbents - Tom Ammi¬ 
ano, Gavin Newsom, and Mark 
Leno - crafted a response. 

And the word from those who 
replied was very positive, with 
Supervisor Leno being a real 
stand-out. He’s worked hard on 
transgender issues, including 
spearheading the formation of 
the Transgender Civil Rights Im¬ 
plementation Task Force. 

I was also encouraged by Dis¬ 
trict 11 candidate Carlos Petroni, 
who wanted to take “sensitivity 
training” a step further, sug¬ 
gesting legislation making 
the firing of a police offi¬ 
cer automatic when 
proved that s/he harassed 
a transgendered person. 

I should also note that 
there are two 
trans-identified 
people running 
for the board: 
Joan Roughgarden and Denise 
D’Anne, both of whom are run¬ 
ning in District 6. Also, of those 
that I am aware of, two of the 
candidates have transgendered 
people directly assisting in high- 
level positions within their cam¬ 
paigns: Mark Leno and Chris 
Dittenhafer. 

Not every candidate is all that 
supportive. Of those who replied, 
it was District 1 candidate Jason 
Jungreis who really didn’t seem 
interested in outreach to the 
transgendered community in city 
or private employment, and 
while he did agree with sensitivi¬ 
ty training for the SFPD, he was¬ 
n’t willing to address much be¬ 
yond that. 

I also dropped a note to those 
folks who are running for presi¬ 
dent. Of course, I didn’t really ex¬ 
pect to hear from any of them. 
They can tell us that every person 
is important, but can they active¬ 
ly say that they care about people 
on the “fringe” - transgendered 
people like me? 

After scouring the Internet, I 
did find that one of the candi¬ 
dates, A1 Gore, was asked about 
his support of transgendered is¬ 
sues back in January of this year. 
When pressed on transgender in¬ 
clusion in the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act, a somewhat 
flummoxed Gore said, “I will 
have to educate myself on that.” 

I suspect we each need a little 
education. 

And that’s what I’ll be here to 
do every other week. T

Fight and flight

1 8th and Noe streets, October

The 
woman’s 17-year- 
old daughter 
fought back, hit¬ 
ting the suspect 
several times. The 
suspect fled upon seeing a police 
cruiser that happened to be dri¬ 
ving by. The officers gave chase of 
the fleeing suspect, who dove head 
first into the rolled down window 
of a passing car that had slowed to 
watch the commotion. The vehi¬ 
cle continued down 18th Street 
out of control as the driver and 
suspect fought inside the car. Po¬ 
lice followed the vehicle with 
sirens blaring and the driver man¬ 
aged to step on the brake, bring¬ 
ing the car to a halt. At gun point, 
officers commanded both out of 
the car. The driver immediately 
complied but the suspect refused 
and officers had to pull him out 
through the open window. Taken 
into custody for robbery, car jack¬ 


ing, and aggravated assault was 
Jose Lopez, 27. The woman and 
the driver of the car were treated 
at the scene for minor injuries and 
released. 

Repeat defender 

The Cafe, 2367 Market, October 
28, 9p.m.: A man who was want¬ 
ed in connection with threatening 
police officers and for an out¬ 
standing “no bail” warrant 
was arrested Saturday 
night after an alert 
doorman from The 
Cafe recognized the 
suspect from a police 
flier. Doorman Frank

club in August - called police 
when the latest suspect walked 
through The Cafe’s doorway. The 
suspect was arrested without inci¬ 
dent.

Home Again, 2168 Market, Oc¬ 
tober 27, 6:30p.m.: Two men came 
into the store, one of whom was 
familiar to the owner as someone 
who regularly sells items at the 
second-hand shop. On this occa¬ 
sion, however, one of the men dis¬ 
tracted the owner by asking about 
items in the back of the store 
while the other man took a set of 
store keys, unlocked a display case, 


and stole two vases valued at over 
$200. The men left with the theft 
remaining undetected until after 
they were gone. The suspects are 
described as white males; the first 
is 40-50 years old, with tattoos, 
wearing an army jacket and blue 
jeans. The second is 35-40 years 
old with short dark gelled hair 
and facial scarring. The vases are 
described as antique Roseville 
brands, one had a blue magnolia 
pattern, the other, green apple 
blossom. It is believed the suspects 
may try to sell the vases at one of 
the many sidewalk sales that con¬ 
gregate late at night on Market 
Street. If anyone comes across the 
vases, they are encouraged to call 
911 immediately.

Hearing postponed on Ten 15 security policy

T he constitutional challenge 
to the tough security mea¬ 
sures enacted in May by San 
Francisco’s most popular dance 
club, Ten 15 Folsom, is expected to 
be decided in San Francisco Supe¬ 
rior Court November 30. 

Judge Mary Morgan was sup¬ 
posed to hear arguments in the 
case last Wednesday, October 25, 
but the hearing was postponed. 
Public defender Sujung Kim told 
the Bay Area Reporter that the 
postponement was primarily be¬ 
cause an earlier hearing in Mor¬ 
gan’s court took longer than ex¬ 
pected. 

Kim is trying to get drug evi¬ 
dence against two men arrested at 
the club thrown out on the 
grounds that it was obtained as 
the result of an unconstitutional 


search. To prove that argument, 
Kim must get Morgan to agree 
that Ten 15’s security officers were 
acting as police officers and there¬ 
fore subject to the Fourth Amend¬ 
ment protections against unwar¬ 
ranted searches by police or gov¬ 
ernment agents. 

Kim is arguing that Ten 15’s se¬ 
curity officers are de facto govern¬ 
ment agents because of an agree¬ 
ment reached between the club 
and city officials. Under that pact, 
Ten 15 agreed to search everyone 
who en.crs the club and detain for 
police anyone who is found with 
drugs. 

One of the men Kim is repre¬ 
senting was allegedly found with 
several ecstasy tablets after being 
searched at the gay circuit party, 
Mass, on May 28. The other was 
allegedly found with cocaine at 
another Ten 15 party. 

Ten 15’s attorney, Joe Wood, 


told the B.A.R. that the drug evi¬ 
dence against the men is valid re¬ 
gardless of whether his security 
officers are deemed to be “state ac¬ 
tors.” Wood said Ten 15 never 
searches anyone without consent 
or without probable cause to sus¬ 
pect an individual is engaged in il¬ 
legal activity. 

Prosecutors are fighting the 
possibility that Ten 15’s security 
will be ruled to be state actors out 
of concern of the precedent it 
would set for other similar cases. 

The Ten 15 case will get na¬ 
tional attention. A PBS crew is 
shadowing Kim for a series the 
network is producing on public 
defenders. ▼

Call¬ 
ing us queer, however you dress it 
up, turns out to be just an old- 
fashioned power grab.

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Gay judge fights for 
human rights in South Africa

E dwin Cameron, one of 
South Africa’s most respect¬ 
ed judges who has gone 
public with his homosexuality, 
will not apologize for his strong 
criticism of President Thabo 
Mbeki who has been “flirting” 
with dissident AIDS scientists. 

“I was aware of what I was 
doing, and feel that I spoke with¬ 
in principled boundaries,” Judge 
Cameron said. He explained that 
he had felt morally obliged to 
speak out against everyone, in¬ 
cluding Mbeki, who claims that 
HIV does not cause AIDS. 

Recently, during an interview 
for one of the vacancies on the 
South African Supreme Court of 
Appeals, Cameron told the Judi¬ 
cial Services Commission, “I am 
not sitting in an armchair when it 
comes to the question of AIDS.” 

This high court judge, who 
openly admits that he is gay, last 
year disclosed that he is also HIV¬ 
positive. 

“As a gay man living with 
AIDS, I will bring diversity to the 
court,” Cameron said when asked 
by the commission about the con¬ 
tribution he would make if he was 
appointed to the appeals court 
post. 

Cameron also emphasized that 
he was in good health and able to 
perform his job duties. “I have 
been on medication for three 


years which kept the virus at bay. 
... If I didn’t have the medication, 
I would have been dead by now.” 

The LGBT community believes 
that Cameron’s appointment as an 
appeals court judge would en¬ 
hance the constitutional and prac¬ 
tical protection of human rights 
in South Africa. 

Cameron, who obtained a 
bachelor’s degree in law and a 
bachelor of arts degree at the Uni¬ 
versity of Stellenbosch - both cum 
laude - and subsequently earned 
two more degrees at Oxford, is a 
well-known human rights activist 
and constitutional expert. 

Instead of turning his diplo¬ 
mas and exceptional knowledge 
into a money-spinning machine, 
South Africa’s first openly gay 
judge spent most of his time crit¬ 
icizing the former apartheid 
regime and defending human 
rights activists, freedom fighters, 
and conscientious objectors who 
did not want to join the white mi¬ 
nority regime’s army. 

Cameron is not only respected 
for defending human rights ac¬ 
tivists; he also is a staunch sup¬ 
porter of gay and lesbian rights 
and especially the rights of people 
living with HIV/AIDS. For years 
now, he has played an important 
role in the fight for the legal pro¬ 
tection of gays and lesbians, lead¬ 
ing the crusade against the dis¬ 
crimination facing South Africa’s 
homosexual population. 

Cameron could have easily in¬ 


voked his right to privacy, but he 
publicly disclosed that he was liv¬ 
ing with AIDS to highlight, as he 
put it, “the suffering of the mil¬ 
lions of people in South Africa 
who are AIDS infected or HIV¬ 
positive.” 

He explained that his decision 
was motivated by a personal wish 
“to deal (with this problem) 
frontally.” 

He added that he was able to 
speak about his health problem 
because he has a secure job, access 
to medical care, and because he is 
surrounded by his loved ones, in¬ 
cluding friends and colleagues 
who care about him. For the mul¬ 
titude of people living with 
HIV/AIDS in South Africa, that is 
often not the case. 

“It is only by creating condi¬ 
tions in which people can speak 
out without fear that we can begin 
to end the silence surrounding 
South Africans living with AIDS 
and HIV,” was the message this 
brave judge wanted to convey to

T he South African Treatment 
Action Campaign has ille¬ 
gally imported 3,000 Biozole

“I am humbled by what Edwin 
has done, it must take a lot of 
courage. I admire him, and I believe 
that we, as gay people, should stop 
being ashamed of our sexuality. 
Let’s start respecting each other as 
humans, instead of always looking 
for the bad in each other. Edwin, I 
take inspiration from you ...” 

“This is what democracy is all 
about, to give everyone a little 
space to live as he or she chooses.

These are just a couple of the 
messages sent to Cameron after he 
made his disclosure. His well- 
wishers wanted to encourage the 
judge to continue with his strug¬ 
gle for the rights of HIV/AIDS 
sufferers and the protection of gay 
and lesbian rights in South Africa. 

For many years before his ap¬ 
pointment to court, Cameron was 
a pioneer in calling for human 
rights, equality, dignity and priva¬ 
cy for all people, including people 
with HIV and AIDS. The judge 


fections associated with HIV. The 
capsules were bought from Thai¬ 
land and cost 1.78 rand each (one 
U.S. dollar equals 7.5 South 
African rands).

lived up to many people’s expec¬ 
tations when he addressed the 
13th International Conference on 
AIDS in Durban in July and re¬ 
ceived worldwide news coverage. 

Cameron openly criticized 
Mbeki for his “intractably puz¬ 
zling” statements and his “flirta¬ 
tion” with AIDS dissidents which 
had shocked almost everyone in¬ 
volved in fighting the pandemic. 

Cameron also attacked the 
government’s decision not to pro¬ 
vide the drug AZT to HlV-posi- 
tive pregnant women, which re¬ 
sults in about 5,000 HIV-positive 
babies being born every month. ▼ 


and the selling price is 80.24 rands 
for the private sector. At the same 
time, chemists in Cape Town are 
selling Diflucan (Fluconazole’s 
trade name) at 124.84 rands. 

“We want to expose the profi¬ 
teering by pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies who are abusing their patents 
to condemn people to death from 
illnesses that are treatable,” said 
TAC Chairman Zackie Achmat. 

President Thabo Mbeki’s gov¬ 
ernment and Pfizer have criticized 
TAC for “drug smuggling,” but 
Achmat insists that he will distrib¬ 
ute the Biozqje capsules to a net¬ 
work of doctors and pharmacists. 

South Africa’s Minister of 
Health, Manto Tshabalala-Msi- 
mang, condemned Achmat and 
his TAC activists, saying that the 
defiance of South Africa’s patent 
laws was not acceptable in a coun¬ 
try governed by the rule of law. 

A local generic pharmaceutical 
manufacturer, Generix Interna¬ 
tional, has likewise condemned 
the illegal import of drugs as a 
“breach of international patent 
rights, which sets a dangerous 
precedent.” 

Achmat, who is living with 
AIDS but has decided to refuse 
anti-retroviral therapy until it is 
available through the public 
health sector, went to a police sta¬ 
tion in Bellville, near Cape Town, 
to discuss the incident. After 
lengthy negotiations, the TAC 
chief and his lawyer agreed to 
hand over the 3,000 imported 
Biozole capsules to the Medicines 
Control Council for tests to see if 
they are up to standard. 

It seems that Achmat has some 
doubts in the MCC’s ability to be 
impartial because he stressed that 
he still has 2,000 capsules in Thai¬ 
land which “will act as a control. 
If any of the drugs are tampered 
with here we will have a control 
group in Thailand to prove the 
ones in South Africa were tam¬ 
pered with,” he warned. 

As for the criminal charges he 
is facing for illegally importing the 
medicine, the TAC leader said 
that, “It is a very sad moment 
when there are medications that 
can save our lives, but we have to 
break the law to get access to those 
medicines. That is a tragedy.” 
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Mbeki’s popularity 
drops sharply

T he popularity of South 
Africa’s president, Thabo 
Mbeki, seems to be in a 
sharp decline. 

A recent poll revealed that sup¬ 
port for President Mbeki, who 
succeeded Nelson Mandela in 
June 1999, had dropped from 71 
percent in May to around 50 per¬ 
cent in August among those who 
believe he is doing a reasonable or 
good job. 

According to many political 
analysts, Mbeki’s doubts about the 
link between HIV and AIDS and 
his association with dissident 
AIDS scientists have contributed 
significantly to his fall in popular¬ 
ity. 

A study published last week by 
the Institute for Democracy in 
South Africa said that 50 percent 
of the respondents “approved” or 
“strongly approved” of his work 
over the previous 12 months while 
41 percent disapproved. 

Significantly, according to the 
study, this is the first time that 
more than 10 percent of the re¬ 
spondents have insisted that HIV 
and AIDS should be a key govern¬ 
ment priority. 

For one month (between July 
and August), IDASA researchers 
visited 550 randomly selected sites 
around South Africa where they 
conducted face-to-face interviews 
with a random, nationally repre¬ 
sentative sample of 2,200 South 
Africans. 

Most South Africans are still 
most concerned with issues such 
as job creation (76 percent), crime 
(60 percent), housing (25 per¬ 
cent), and education (13 percent).

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However, he claimed, “We have 
not broken the true law of the 
country, the law of the constitu¬ 
tion.” Achmat stated that he does 
not have any problems with the il¬ 
legally imported drugs from Thai¬ 
land being tested. “We are fighting 
patent laws, not safety laws.” 

He said that tests in Thailand 
have already proved the efficacy of 
Biozole and warned that, “If the 
Medicines Control Council does 
not register the drug, TAC will 
import Biozole illegally.” 

“If the drug is not registered,” 
Achmat said, “TAC will continue 
our defiance campaign [and] those 
with HIV must get ready to go to 
Thailand, Brazil, and India to get 
these medicines. We will continue 
until they have locked up every 


But this time, HIV/AIDS (13 per¬ 
cent) and health (12 percent) 
came ahead of poverty (11 per¬ 
cent) and corruption (10 percent). 

Faced with this decline in pop¬ 
ularity, Mbeki has embarked on a 
“charm operation” which includ¬ 
ed his first open-ended news con¬ 
ference since he came to power 
and a massive advertising cam¬ 
paign to publicize his govern¬ 
ment’s “back to basics” guidelines 
in the battle against HIV/AIDS. 

Although Mbeki’s government 
has introduced guidelines on 
AIDS treatment that recognize the 
link between HIV and AIDS, dur¬ 
ing a meeting with local and for¬ 
eign journalists in Pretoria, he 
once again avoided answering 
whether he believed HIV causes 
AIDS. 

At the press conference Mbeki 
also defended his appointment of 
a controversial advisory panel on 
AIDS, that includes U.S.-based 
scientists such as Peter Duesberg 
and David Resnick, who claim 
that the real cause of a lack of re¬ 
sistance to AIDS can be traced 
back to poverty, poor hygiene, un¬ 
derdevelopment, and common 
local diseases. 

Instead of responding with a 
simple “yes” or “no” when asked if 
he believed that HIV causes AIDS, 
Mbeki stubbornly insisted that, 
“The questions we are asking are 
not idle.... They have to do with 
ensuring that as a government we 
respond correctly to the actual sit¬ 
uation that we face.” 

At the 13th International AIDS 
Conference in Durban in July, 
Mbeki claimed that, “We cannot 
blame everything on a single virus 
... but poverty is the underlying 
cause of reduced life expectancy, 


person with HIV in our jails.” 

Asked by a South African 
newspaper, Argus, to comment on 
the drug companies’ view that 
they spent a lot of money devel¬ 
oping their drugs and therefore 
deserved patent protection, 
Achmat responded, “We say they 
have recovered their investment, 
they have clearly made excessive 
profits over the years with this 
drug.” 

Achmat and TAC are not alone 
in their battle. 

According to Greg Hussey of 
the University of Cape Town’s 
child health unit, “We see people 
dying of meningitis or severely ill 
from fungal infections and this 
treatment would make the world 
of difference.” 

Many other doctors have sup¬ 
ported TAC’s insistence that the 
import of a wide range of cheap 
drugs should be allowed.

handicaps, disability, starvation, 
mental illnesses, stress, suicide, 
family disintegration, and sub¬ 
stance abuse.” 

Recently, in parliament, Mbeki 
insisted that a “virus [HIV] can¬ 
not cause a syndrome [AIDS]” 
which was yet another symbolic 
nail in his political coffin because 
of his controversial viewpoint on 
AIDS. 

Even his predecessor, Mandela, 
has told the media that he agreed 
with the “dominant opinion that 
prevails throughout the world” 
that HIV is the cause of AIDS. He 
advised Mbeki that, “I would like 
to be careful because for people in 
our position, when you take a 
stand, you might find that estab¬ 
lished principles are undermined, 
sometimes without scientific 
backing.” 

The Congress of South African 
Trade Unions, a leading labor fed¬ 
eration, recently stated that, “The 
link between HIV and AIDS is ir¬ 
refutable and any other approach 
is unscientific and unfortunately 
likely to confuse people.” 

The government’s just-pub- 
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The Pan Africanist Congress 
has accused the South African 
government and the drug indus¬ 
try of reacting “hysterically” to 
TAC’s import of a generic drug 
from Thailand. 

The PAC Health Secretary, Dr. 
Costa Gazi, has said that interna¬ 
tional trade laws allow the govern¬ 
ment to import drugs and manu¬ 
facture them without paying roy¬ 
alties in the event of a health crisis. 
He posed the following question - 
“Who but silent President Thabo 
Mbeki would deny that we are in 
the middle of a very serious emer¬ 
gency with regard to HIV/AIDS?” 

Most analysts believe that this 
incident involving the illegal im¬ 
port of generic drugs is just the 
beginning of a massive campaign 
with health, social, and political 
implications not only for South 
Africa but many developing coun¬ 
tries as well.

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Green light on 2500 Market 
youth housing project

M t long last, the Castro 
neighborhood soon will 
1 v I have a transitional housing 
facility for gay and lesbian young 
adults between the ages of 18 and 
24, Supervisor Mark Leno an¬ 
nounced Monday, October 30. 

The program at 2500 Market 
Street, the site of a former gym 
bordering a small triangular park 
across from Harvey Milk Plaza, 
will house up to 15 young people 
for periods of three to six months. 
Leno hopes that the facility will 
open as early as December 1. 

“That certainly is my goal and 
my intent,” said Leno. 

After winning approvals from 
the Health Commission for a one- 
year renewable contract with the 
nonprofit Ark of Refuge, which 
will operate the facility, and from 
the Planning Commission for a 
conditional use permit for the 
project, the city has finalized a 
two-year lease agreement with the 
owner of the property. 

Leno, who had championed the 
creation of the program for over a 
year and shepherded it through 
numerous meetings with city offi¬ 
cials and community residents, on 
Monday introduced a final fund¬ 
ing measure to the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors, which is expected to 
pass this month. 

“It’s certainly been a long and

engaging process,” commented a 
relieved Leno, who is running for 
re-election from District 8, which 
includes the Castro neighbor¬ 
hood. “I’m just pleased the neigh¬ 
borhood and the community has 
been so involved because I think 
that has helped to ensure that it 
will be successful.” 

The facility had been hotly 
contested by neighbors and some 
merchants in the Castro neigh¬ 
borhood, who were most vocifer¬ 
ously opposed to the project when 
it was initially proposed as an 
emergency drop-in shelter for the 
many homeless youth who are 
drawn to the area famous for its 
tolerance and acceptance of gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, transgender, 
queer, and questioning young 


people - the target population of 
the 2500 Market Street project. 

After over a year of in-depth 
negotiations and detailed com¬ 
promises, however, the project has 
been completely reshaped. The fa¬ 
cility now includes a full range of 
in-house services and linkages to 
other community programs in¬ 
cluding substance abuse treat¬ 
ment, job training, and counsel¬ 
ing. The goal of the program is to 
help homeless young people to get 
on their feet, find a job, and a per¬ 
manent place to live. 

The Department of Public 
Health, which will administer the 
contract with the Ark of Refuge, 
has formed a “2500 Market Street 
community advisory committee,” 
a seven-member group that will 


report to Health Director Dr. 
Mitch Katz as the transitional 
housing facility gets under way. 
The first meeting of the group is 
set for this Wednesday, November 
8 at 6:30 p.m. at DPH headquar¬ 
ters, 101 Grove Street, Room 220. 

Initially, DPH had considered 
closing the meeting to the public, 
calling it an “orientation” meeting 
with Katz, who appointed the 
members. But on the advice of the 
city attorney for the department, 
the meeting will be open to the 
public in order to comply with the 
Sunshine Ordinance. 

“The first meeting of the com¬ 
mittee will be an orientation,” said 
Anne Kronenberg, a spokeswoman 
for DPH. “The meeting is not a 
‘closed meeting.’ According to the 
Sunshine Ordinance, advisory 
groups to a department are ‘passive 
meetings.’ While not required by 
Sunshine, we will be posting the 
agenda on the Web site next week. 
Interested parties are welcome to 
come and to listen to the discussion.” 

The advisory group includes 
three neighbors who live within a 
few blocks of the facility, a repre¬ 
sentative of the Merchants of 
Upper Market and Castro, two 
representatives of social service 
providers, and one representative 
of the target population of 
LGBTQQ young adults.

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Governor Davis blocks 
Rosenkrantz parole

m overnor Gray Davis is head- 
ed for a legal showdown 
over his blocking of the 
court-ordered parole of gay pris¬ 
oner Robert Rosenkrantz. 

Last Saturday, October 28, 
Davis reversed the parole order 
that would have freed 
Rosenkrantz who has been im¬ 
prisoned since 1985 for killing a 
former classmate who physically 
attacked and outed him. 

“I believe that he would pose a 
significant risk of danger to soci¬ 
ety if he is released from prison,” 
wrote Davis in a 12-page state¬ 
ment. 

Davis’s opinion is in sharp 
contrast to all the physiological 
reports and prison evaluations 
produced by the Department of 
Corrections that have strongly 
recommended Rosenkrantz’s pa¬ 
role. Davis’s statement also con¬ 
tradicts two state courts, which 
have emphatically ruled 
Rosenkrantz poses no threat to 
society. 

Rosenkrantz’s fight for free¬ 
dom has been tied up in the 
courts for over a year. The 2nd 
District Court of Appeals and a 
Los Angeles County Superior 
Court judge have ruled that 
Rosenkrantz has been unfairly de¬ 
nied parole and ordered that the 
parole board release him. The 
board reluctantly approved parole 
in September. 

Davis blocked parole last 
weekend on the last day of a 30- 
day deadline. If he had simply 
done nothing, Rosenkrantz 
would have been freed. 

“I am shocked and disappoint¬ 
ed over the governor’s refusal to 
follow the letter and the spirit of 
the law,” Rosenkrantz’s lawyer, 
Rowan Klein, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. Klein plans to appeal Davis’s 
decision to the Court of Appeals. 

Davis once vowed to stop the 
paroles of all convicted killers but 
he recently approved the parole of 
Rose Ann Parker who was con¬ 
victed of second-degree murder 
for killing her abusive boyfriend 
in 1985. 

Peter Keane, the dean of Gold¬ 
en Gate University Law School, 
told the B.A.R. that he believes 
Klein’s appeal has a good legal 
basis. 

“It’s very clear that Governor 
Davis is violating the law by his 
complete policy against allowing 
parole for anyone convicted of 
murder,” said Keane. “The Legis¬ 
lature has set in place a bunch of 
laws relating to penalties for dif¬ 
ferent categories of murder, some 
of them have penalties which 
allow for parole. Essentially what

the governor has done is repealed 
those and made the penalties life 
without the possibility of parole. 
He’s acting illegally when he does 
that.” 

Keane called Davis’s actions on 
the Parker case an “aberration.” 

“Davis was just following his 
own usual cynical political in¬ 
stincts in going for that one,” said 
Keane. “In regard to every other 
situation he has made very clear 
that if it’s murder - second-de¬ 
gree, first-degree murder, it does¬ 
n’t matter - the person isn’t get¬ 
ting out and in effect no one has 
gotten out.” 

Rosenkrantz was 18 in 1985 
when 17-year-old Steve Redman, 
along with Rosenkrantz’s younger 
brother, burst into a high school 
graduation hosted by 
Rosenkrantz yelling “faggots.” 


Redman broke Rosenkrantz’s 
nose with a flashlight and later 
outed Rosenkrantz to his father. 

A week after the attack, 
Rosenkrantz confronted Redman 
with an Uzi outside Redman’s 
home near Malibu. Rosenkrantz 
said he demanded Redman come 
with him to his parents’ house to 
take back the outing. Rosenkrantz 
pointed the gun toward Redman’s 
car and threatened to shoot. The 
pair argued and Rosenkrantz 
turned the gun to Redman shoot¬ 
ing him 10 times. 

“Mr. Rosenkrantz brutally 
murdered his victim, firing 10 
bullets into the victim’s head and 
body,” wrote Davis. “This was not 
a spontaneous crime. The murder 
was preceded by a full week of 
careful preparation, rehearsal, 
and execution. The stress Mr. 
Rosenkrantz felt over disclosure 
of his homosexuality does not 
minimize the viciousness of this 


murder. 

“Mr. Rosenkrantz should be 
grateful he wasn’t convicted of 
first-degree murder,” added 
Davis. 

Prosecutors in Rosenkrantz’s 
original trial had sought a first- 
degree murder conviction but ju¬ 
rors found there wasn’t enough 
evidence to support the greater 
charge and convicted him of 
murder in the second degree. He 
was sentenced to 17-years-to-life. 
With “good time” credits, 
Rosenkrantz has been eligible for 
parole since 1996. 

Davis quoted one of the two 
retired homicide detectives who 
investigated the Rosenkrantz case, 
Patrick Morgan, who recently 
came forward to oppose parole: 
“[Rosenkrantz] displayed little re¬ 
morse for this brutal killing other 
than the repercussions of punish¬ 
ment that would affect him,” said 
Morgan. 

Davis didn’t mention that the 
other homicide detective who in¬ 
vestigated the case, Bill McComas, 
had written several letters to the 
parole board strongly supporting 
Rosenkrantz’s parole. 

“He [Davis] obviously feels 
there are no mitigating circum¬ 
stances,” McComas told the 
B.A.R. “That’s fine if you live in a 
black and white world with no 
gray areas.” 

McComas believes the jury’s 


finding of second-degree murder 
rather first-degree murder was 
correct because of the mitigating 
circumstances surrounding the 
crime. Davis said his disagrees 
with those who point to mitigat¬ 
ing circumstances in the crime. 

“I am not convinced that Mr. 
Rosenkrantz committed this 
murder in the heat of passion or 
under stress significant enough to 
offset the serious nature of this 
crime,” wrote Davis, arguing that 
Rosenkrantz had a lot of people 
he could turn to for support. “Mr. 
Rosenkrantz has stated that his 
family relationship was outstand¬ 
ing and very supportive.” 

Davis didn’t mention that 
Rosenkrantz made the statement 
about his family being supportive 
after he reconciled with them 
long after the crime. At the time 
of the shooting, Rosenkrantz was 
estranged from his family and liv-

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Washington wrangles 
with spending plans

BJ alloween is traditionally a 
: - ! time for ghosts and ghouls. 
m This year in Washington, 
Congress has co-opted the zom- 
biefied state of the undead - it re¬ 
fuses to go home. It is wrangling 
with the White House over the last 
pieces of federal spending. 

Funding for AIDS programs is 
part of the mix, and there is still a 
glimmer of hope among some gay 
rights advocates that hate crimes 
legislation will be attached to a bill 
as part of a grand compromise. 

But the contentious finger 
pointing inside the Beltway is 
largely invisible to the American 
public. Much of it always has 
been, but this year it is even worse 
because political reporters, fol¬ 
lowing old patterns, have vacated 
the Capital to cover the last days 
of the campaign season in various 
locales across the country. 

“This is weird,” said Terje An¬ 
derson executive director of the 
National Association of People 
With AIDS. “I’m amazed that they 
are still here doing something as 
low profile as this.” Congress held 
a Sunday session, for only the 18th 
time since World War II, to pass 
another one-day extension of op¬ 
erating authority for the federal 
government. 

And the few players involved in 
negotiations are not talking de¬ 
tails. “Even [AIDS czar] Sandy’s 


[Thurman] office is locked out,” 
said AIDS lobbyist Gary Rose. He 
agreed that with the amount of 
pork being larded onto appropri¬ 
ations measures by members of 
both parties, AIDS should be in 
good shape. 

Discretionary spending in the 
budget for the Department of 
Health and Human Services has 
grown to $ 112 billion, according 


to one news report. 

“What I’m hearing is good for 
everything,” said Anderson, though 
people are being “a little imprecise” 
and are offering only bottom line 
figures that could be increased be¬ 
fore the deal is finalized. 

“They are not playing games 
on AIDS funding,” said Winnie 
Stachelberg, political director of 
the Human Rights Campaign. 
“That is an important signal that 
public health is going to be dealt 


with in a way that makes sense for 
public health and not for politics.” 

One thing that seems clear is 
that Medicaid expansion “is not 
likely to sneak in,” said Anderson. 
The effort, lead by Congress- 
woman Nancy Pelosi (D-Califor- 
nia), was always a long shot for 
this session of Congress but may 
fare better next year. 

Hope still remains for passing 


hate crimes legislation this year. 
As recently as October 26, Clinton 
wrote to Congress that he would 
veto the Commerce-Justice-State 
appropriations bill if it did not in¬ 
clude hate crimes. Stachelberg ap¬ 
preciated the president’s contin¬ 
ued strong support and attacked 
opposition from Republican lead¬ 
ers in the House and Senate. “The 
question is, how long will this 
continue? We haven’t given up 
here,” she said. ▼

Talk show host Rosie O’Don¬ 
nell is now campaigning almost 
full time for the Gore candidacy, 
as is Barbra Streisand, Alec 
Baldwin, Elton John, Melissa 
Etheridge, and a number of 
other celebs. This week, comedian 
Jerry Seinfeld, who says he has 
never before spoken out for any 
candidate, endorsed Gore, saying 
the veep’s pro-choice stand as op¬ 
posed to Bush’s pro-life stand, 
made his endorsement of Gore a 
“no-brainer.” Meanwhile, San 
Francisco’s super-star, actress 
Sharon Stone, was telling re¬ 
porters in NYC last week that “I’m 
married to a Republican (San 
Francisco Examiner Executive Ed¬ 
itor Phil Bronstein) but I’m try¬ 
ing to win him over to my way of 
thinking for Al Gore.” Well, Stone 


must be pretty persuasive because 
the Examiner, normally a Repub¬ 
lican newspaper, endorsed Gore 
for president. 

Congressional battle zones: 
Look for Democrat Jane Har¬ 
man to pick up a congressional 
seat for the Democrats from GOP 
incumbent Steve Kuykendall in 
the state’s 36th District; Democrat 
Mike Honda to take Representa¬ 
tive Tom Campbell’s current 
GOP seat in the Peninsula’s 15th 
District; and state Senator Adam 
Schiff (D) to unseat GOP in¬ 
cumbent James Rogan in the 
27th Congressional District. The 
hard-fought race in San Diego’s 
49th Congressional District be¬ 
tween incumbent Brian Bilbray 
(R) and Demo challenger Susan 
Davis is a tossup and could go ei¬ 
ther way. 

Meanwhile, the San Diego 
mayoral race has become a 
cliffhanger. Two Republicans are 
running in this nonpartisan con¬ 
test, county Supervisor Ron 
Roberts and Superior Court 
Judge Dick Murphy. Roberts had 
been considered the slight favorite 
until the San Diego Union-Tribune 
endorsed Murphy. Incidentally, 
Murphy was the only candidate 
for mayor in San Diego to have 
opposed Proposition 22 earlier 
this year (the ban on gay mar¬ 
riages) and he seems to be picking 
up important gay-lesbian support 
in part because of that; look for 
Murphy to squeeze by in this San 
Diego contest. 

Republicans currently hold a 
222-209 edge in the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives and a 54-45 majority in 
the Senate, but that could change, 
if, as expected, Democrats gain 
some House seats in the election. 

In Missouri, voters could very 
likely elect a dead man (former 
Governor and Senate candidate 
Mel Carnahan, who died in an 
airplane crash last month) this 
Tuesday, if current polls there 
hold up. Should that be the case, 
look for Carnahan’s widow, Jean, 
to be appointed to the seat, which 


is currently held by conservative 
Republican John Ashcroft. 

California Governor Gray 
Davis, still very popular with state 
voters (he has a current 62 percent 
job approval rating), will spend 
the remaining time until Election 
Day crisscrossing the state for 
Gore-Lieberman and the state De¬ 
mocratic candidates. 

Some political strategists think 
that one presidential candidate 
could actually win the popular 
vote next week while the other 
takes the Electoral College; the last 
time this actually happened was in 
1888 when Benjamin Harrison 
won the Electoral College and be¬ 
came president while Grover 
Cleveland won the national pop¬ 
ular vote. 

In five of the country’s guber¬ 
natorial elections this Tuesday, 
women are among the major 
party nominees; if only three of 
them win - which is possible - the 
nation would have five female 
governors, the most in history. 

Like everyone else, of course, I 
get to vote for only one supervi¬ 
sor, but since some have asked, 
here are my recommendations for 
this Tuesday.

him for conduct that has been 
classified as “violent” at Alta Bates, 
and a seventh restraining order 
goes to court on November 1, as 
the Bay Area Reporter goes to 
press. Unlike the previous injunc¬ 
tions, this one threatens to ban 
Romano from both the emer¬ 
gency room and surgery at Alta 
Bates and Summit hospitals, the 
two facilities closest to his home. 

“I don’t know what I’m going 
to do,” Romano told the Bay Area 
Reporter, noting that the stress of 
the restraining orders has taken a 
toll on both his emotional and 
physical well-being. Romano, 
HIV-positive since 1981, has 235 
T-cells and a viral load of 11,500, 
but has avoided seeing a physi¬ 
cian since June, only recently seek¬ 
ing care in San Francisco. 

“I was just so freaked out,” he 
said. 

First three 
restraining orders 

Granted, Romano is not every 
- or even any - doctor’s dream pa¬ 
tient. The first set of three re¬ 
straining orders against him were 
issued in May and based on an in¬ 
cident where Romano repeatedly 
screamed at medical staff over the 
phone and in person for denying 
his participation in a clinical trial. 

Romano said that he lost his 
temper because the clinical trial 
was presented to him as his only 
hope, and he was first informed 
that he was accepted, only to find 
out later that he had too many T- 
cells to qualify. 

“They knew about the T-cell 
requirement going into it, so I 
don’t know why they would make 
me go through that,” Romano said 
of his application process. 

The restraining orders describe 
Romano entering the medical

terms as vice president, Gore advo¬ 
cated for appointments of lesbians 
and gays, and was successful in the 
cases of 150 appointments, includ¬ 
ing James Hormel as ambassador 
to Luxembourg, Migden added. 

Gay poll 

A poll commissioned last 
month by the Washington Blade 
suggested that the gay vote is large 
enough and concentrated enough 
to help Gore capture the 270 elec¬ 
toral votes he needs to win on 
Tuesday. The Blade poll covered 39 
states and the District of Colum¬ 
bia between September 12 and 
October 12 and was conducted by 
the independent polling firm Re¬ 
search 2000. Collectively, the poll 
found 711 “likely voters” who 
identified as gay or bisexual, rep¬ 
resenting 3.7 percent of 19,410 
polled in all 40 jurisdictions. The 
collective data from those 711 gay 
voters suggests that 80 percent of 
gays will vote for Gore, 2 percent 
for Bush, 11 percent for Nader, 
and 7 percent are undecided. 

The Blades Lisa Keen noted in 
her article that while the newspa¬ 
per’s samples of gay voters from 
state to state “are too small to make 
confident generalizations, the indi¬ 
cations gleaned from the overall 
pool of 711 gay voters reflect the 
conventional wisdom that about 80 
percent of gays typically vote for 
the Democrat in presidential races.” 

Exit polls performed by inde¬ 
pendent media polling firms in 
previous presidential elections 
have, like this year’s Blade poll, also 
estimated the gay vote to hover be¬ 
tween 3 and 5 percent of the over¬ 
all vote nationally. ▼ 


center after learning he was reject¬ 
ed and screaming at a doctor for 
being “uncaring, misleading, and 
wasting his time.” 

Although the “credible threat 
of violence” box was checked on 
the restraining order’s form, the 
only possible statement that could 
be interpreted as such was Ro¬ 
mano’s “I’m going to get even with 
you,” allegedly told to Alta Bates’ 
Dr. Susan Jacobson as she stood in 
the hospital’s entrance. In fact 
what Romano said and meant, he 
explained, was that he was going 
to file a complaint, which he did. 
The judge who issued the re¬ 
straining order asserted Romano’s 
right to follow through with the 
complaint despite the injunction, 
which he did as well. 

Second set of 
restraining orders 

Unfortunately, once a person is 
tagged for “violence,” the reputa¬ 
tion tends to stick. So it didn’t take 
much for Romano to receive his 
second set of three restraining or¬ 
ders, after he attempted to pursue 
his complaint against Alta Bates. 

According to the hospital’s 
own statements, officials at the 
Alta Bates internal review board 
(IRB) intentionally kept informa¬ 
tion from Romano about the re¬ 
view board’s decision not to take 
action against the hospital. 

“I had delayed informing Mr. 
Romano of the IRB’s decision be¬ 
cause I was afraid that he would 
come to the office and threaten 
me,” said one such statement in 
court transcripts. 

But not getting an answer an¬ 
gered Romano as well, and tran¬ 
scripts reveal that he marched into 
the IRB offices, used profanity, 
and demanded to know the status 
of his complaint. When he was 
told it was denied for review, he 
apparently asked what state 
agency he could appeal to, then 
left. The second set of three re¬ 
straining orders against Romano 
are based on this incident. 

IRB officials cited hearsay - “I 
was told of Romano’s previous in¬ 
cidents and am afraid,” - and a 
“violent past,” as described by the 
first set of restraining orders. 
These statements were then used 
as reasons for issuing the second 
set restraining orders. 

Seventh restraining order 

The seventh restraining order 


- by far the most comprehensive 

- also uses the previous restrain¬ 
ing orders as a basis for further 
punishment, then cites a “publici¬ 
ty campaign” that Romano 
launched after the second set of 
orders was issued. 

Romano admits to the public¬ 
ity campaign, which consisted of 
his personally handing out fliers 
to doctors describing his situation 
and calling for the resignation of 
the hospital’s patient relations 
manager. 

But most troubling, perhaps, is 
that the seventh restraining order 
cites Romano’s complaints to the 
state’s medical review board as 
“harassment” and as further proof 
of the need to restrain him. Ro¬ 
mano’s complaints before the 
board target 1) an Alta Bates doc¬ 
tor who allegedly kept Romano on 
Thalidomide for six months in 
1995, which caused irreversible 
neuropathy; and 2) Dr. Jacobson, 
who allegedly indirectly informed 
Romano during court proceed¬ 
ings that he had borderline per¬ 
sonality disorder. 

And that’s the kicker. 

If Romano’s allegations are 
true, then Alta Bates had known 
for years that they considered him 
to have BPD, a condition that can 
lend itself to impulsive anger. Yet 
he was never offered treatment for 
this diagnosis, and found out 
about it only in court when his 
condition was casually referred to 
during testimony. Also of interest 
is Romano’s claim that he was pre¬ 
scribed a low dose of 10 mg of 
Paxil for HIV-related depression; 
when he asked for the dosage to be 
increased, he was denied. This his¬ 
tory suggests that his outbursts - 
even if warranted - may have been 
prevented by the hospital itself. 

Attorneys for Alta Bates Hospi¬ 
tal had no comment on the previ¬ 
ous or pending legal actions 
against Romano. But attorneys 
and community leaders consulted 
by the B.A.R. for this story seem to 
believe it is he who is the victim. 

“People with HIV in this coun¬ 
try have a justifiable reason to be 
angry,” said Judy Greenspan of the 
HIV in Prison Committee of Cal¬ 
ifornia Prison Focus. “There’s no 
reason why anyone with HIV 
should be prosecuted for attempt¬ 
ing to obtain medical care. The 
system is responsible for the anger 
and mental torment that people 
with HIV go through.” ▼

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N-9: Spermicide 
or homo-cide?

T he scientific evidence on 
nonoxynol-9 as an HIV pre¬ 
vention strategy is now con¬ 
clusive and significant,” the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention in Atlanta announced on 
August 4 in a widely distributed 
“Dear Colleague” letter. 

“Anyone currently using N-9 
as a microbicide to protect them¬ 
selves from HIV transmission 
during anal intercourse should be 
informed of the ineffectiveness of 
this agent and warned of the po¬ 
tential risk of this practice,” wrote 
CDC official Dr. Helene Gayle. 

While cautioning that lubricat¬ 
ed condoms and sexual lubricants 
that contain the spermicidal deter¬ 
gent known as N-9 “might not” re¬ 
sult in a 50 percent higher rate of 
HIV infection - as seen in one large 
study of African women complet¬ 
ed earlier this year - Gayle wrote 
that “the possibility of risk, with no 
benefit, indicates that N-9 should 
not be recommended as an effec¬ 
tive means of HIV prevention.” 

Cjting the CDC letter and a 
September 7 article in the Bay 
Area Reporter, Steven Tierney, San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health HIV prevention director, 
issued a statement last month em¬ 
phasizing that “nonoxynol-9 is no 
longer recommended as a source 
of protection from HIV infec¬ 
tion.” 

Nevertheless, based on “the 
stated desires of our various 
clients,” DPH has decided to con¬ 
tinue to distribute condoms and 
lubricants containing N-9, as well 
as products that do not contain 
the caustic spermicide, Tierney 
said in the October 10 letter to 
local HIV prevention organiza¬ 
tions. 

“If given a choice, a condom 
lubricated with N-9 is clearly bet¬ 
ter than using no condom at all,” 
Tierney asserted, without citing 
any evidence to support this 
claim. 

“We intend to continue to 
monitor the research,” Tierney 
added. “We will continue to work 
aggressively to publish study re¬ 
sults that clarify the issues dis¬ 
cussed here.” 

However, it is not clear what 
study results Tierney is referring 
to, as there has been no research 
completed on nonoxynol-9 for 
the prevention of HIV in anal in¬ 
tercourse, in any concentration. 
Nor is there any research ongoing 
or planned by DPH, CDC, or any¬ 
one else. 

“It should be noted that, other 
than an unrelated study reporting 
on the effects of N-9 on the rectal 
tissue of rats (conducted by re¬ 
searcher David Phillips and re¬ 
ported in the B.A.R.), no studies 
have been conducted regarding 
the effects of N-9 on rectal tissues, 
particularly among gay men,” stat¬ 
ed Tierney. 

“We did a planning meeting 
with community providers (23 
people present), representing our 
partners who distribute con¬ 
doms,” Tierney said in an October 
16 e-mail, explaining the decision 
to continue to distribute N-9. “We 
were told that women clients par¬ 
ticularly like and want the spermi¬ 
cide N-9 and wanted to have them 
available. Until we get more data 
we will continue to honor that re¬ 
quest, as stated.” 

Evidently, some women use the 


spermicide for birth control with¬ 
out condoms. 

At press time, DPH did not re¬ 
spond to repeated requests for 
clarification. 

In the meantime, most retail¬ 
ers and manufacturers continue to 
sell products with N-9, and while 
the CDC had stated in August that 
it would be reviewing its current 
HIV prevention guidelines, sug¬ 
gesting the use of a condom with 
or without N-9, the agency does 
not expect to revise its guidelines 
until next spring at the earliest. 

The CDC does not have the 
authority to remove N-9 from the 
market or to require manufactur¬ 
ers to change the labels on prod¬ 
ucts containing the chemical. That 
authority rests with the Food and 
Drug Administration, which cur¬ 
rently has no plans to do so. 

“I think it’s pretty clear we have 
to tell men who have sex with men 
not to use it,” Dr. Lynn Paxton, a 
microbicides expert at the CDC, 
told Reuters news service July 12. 
“I think they are most at risk and 
I know they are using it.” 

At least one manufacturer has 
voluntarily decided to remove N-9 
from its product line, however, an¬ 
ticipating decreased market de¬ 
mand, and was critical of the reluc¬ 
tance of public health agencies to 
take a stronger stand against N-9. 

“I think they should err on the 
side of safety,” commented 
Michael Trygstad, president of 
Trigg Laboratories, which manu¬ 
factures Wet brand lubricants. 
"There’s never been a study of N- 
9 in gay men. They’ve decided 
there’s not enough money in it to 
make it worthwhile to invest in 
the research.” 

“How much data do you need 
exactly?” asked Carol Queen, edu¬ 
cation director for retailer Good 
Vibrations, which decided to take 
N-9 products off its shelves sever-

lished “back to basics” guidelines, 
contained in nine booklets, are a 
step in the right direction to rec¬ 
ognize that HIV causes AIDS, 
some activists said. Still, the book¬ 
lets underline that abstinence 
from sex, faithfulness among part¬ 
ners, and the importance of using 
condoms remain priorities. 

These guidelines were evidently 


al years ago due to concerns that 
caused irritation in too many 
people. “If anybody is using it 
alone as a preventive for HIV, 
they’d better be using a big per¬ 
centage, and if they’re using a high 
percentage, it’s probably causing 
irritation, which ups the chances 
of HIV infection.” 

The San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation and the Stop AIDS Project 
have ceased distribution of con¬ 
doms or lubricants containing N- 
9, and DPH has refused to state 
which organizations have request¬ 
ed continued access to N-9. 

In the African study sponsored 
by UNAIDS, reported on in the 
September 7 issue of the B.A.R., 
women were given a gel contain¬ 
ing a 3.5 percent concentration of 
N-9. 

In the U.S., most lubricants 
and lubricated condoms sold over 
the counter contain concentra¬ 
tions of about 1 percent, which 
has not been studied, and can 
range as high as 4 percent. Many 
products do not indicate on their 
labels what percentage of N-9 they 
contain. 

It is not known whether a 1 
percent N-9 solution is actually 
too low to kill sperm or HIV - 
rendering it useless for the stated 
purpose - or whether it is even a 
sufficient dose to cause perfora¬ 
tions in the vaginal or rectal walls, 
as seen in animal and human 
studies. 

It is also impossible to say 
whether gay and bisexual men in 
San Francisco and elsewhere have 
been infected with HIV as a result 
of their use of N-9 - ironically, 
under the mistaken assumption 
that the spermicide will help pro¬ 
tect them from HIV. 

“Probably, there are still some 
AIDS organizations out there pro¬ 
moting N-9 as safe and effective,” 
said Trygstad. ▼

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Texan ‘fairy’ defendant 
to remain on death row 
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Court says anti-gay trial, attorne/s 


naps did not cause harm

N ot a single innocent person 
has died on Texas’ death 
row, according to Republi¬ 
can presidential candidate and 
Lone Star State Governor George 
W. Bush, who points to the judi¬ 
cial process of appeals as evidence 
that court errors can be fixed and 
“the system works.” 

Not this time. 

Whether Calvin Burdine, 47, is 
innocent of murdering his gay 
lover, the world may never know. 
That’s because a federal appeals 
court last week denied his bid for 
a new trial despite acknowledging 
that his lawyer slept through seg¬ 
ments of his original trial in 1984. 

The trial transcript as well as 
testimony from the court reporter 
and three jurors confirms that 
Burdine’s attorney Joe Cannon 
took many naps, sometimes for as 
long as 10 minutes. But the feder¬ 
al court, true to its strict interpre¬ 
tation of guidelines, said that this 
evidence does not outline the 
exact times that the lawyer slept, 
so the claim that he was uncon¬ 
scious through “key portions” of 
Burdine’s trial remains unsub¬ 
stantiated. 

The ruling is a victory for 


Bush, who can now point to Bur¬ 
dine as evidence that he cares 
about violence against gay people 
and prosecutes the perpetrators to 
the full extent of the law. The 
mainstream media, which has 
largely let the governor off the 
hook for various contradictions 
and abuses, will likely bury this 
story as well. 

But the Burdine case holds 
many uncertainties beyond what 
was allowable as a legal challenge. 

Attorney Cannon - who has 
since died - also did not object to 
various anti-gay statements used 
by prosecutors to secure capital 
punishment. During Burdine’s 
original trial, prosecutors main¬ 
tained that prison would be too 
light of a sentence because as a gay 
man, Burdine would surely enjoy 
the all-male close quarters. There¬ 
fore, his homosexuality was used as 
a reason to sentence him to death. 
Additionally, Cannon repeatedly 
referred to his own client as a 
“queer” and “fairy.” The original 
trial judge at no point intervened. 

Still, the three-judge panel on 
October 27 determined that the 
case before them failed to prove 
that the actions of Burdine’s 
lawyer caused actual harm. The 
court also admonished Burdine 
for waiting more than a decade to 


raise his claim and allowing Can¬ 
non to represent him during his 
first appeal. One justice, Judge 
Fortunato Benavides, was ap¬ 
palled by the ruling and issued a 
15-page dissent. The case now re¬ 
turns to federal district court for 
further consideration. ▼

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Organ transplants for 
HIV-positive patients now a reality

D anny has a new kidney. A 
year ago Danny was so de¬ 
pressed and fed up with kid¬ 
ney dialysis that he was consider¬ 
ing stopping therapy and giving 
up. Such decisions are all too 
common among long-term 
kidney sufferers. These 
days Danny doesn’t 
need dialysis; his 
newly transplanted 
kidney is humming 
along nicely and Danny 
is slowly weaning off his 
anti-rejection drugs. Life is 
suddenly possible 
again. 

Danny’s story 
would not be so 
unusual were it not for the fact 
that he is HIV-positive. HIV-pos¬ 
itive patients have had little or no 
luck obtaining organ transplants 
anywhere in the U.S. But now, 
thanks to a new protocol at the 
University of California, San 
Francisco, and $2 million in state 
surplus money obtained by Cali¬ 
fornia Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco), organ 
transplants for folks with HIV are 
finally possible. 

Under a similar protocol trans¬ 
plants are now happening at the 
University of Pittsburgh Medical 
Center as well. Pittsburgh has per¬ 
formed six liver transplants with 


five patients now surviving. The 
university is also performing kid¬ 
ney transplants but officials are 
keeping quiet about actual num¬ 
bers until a scientific article is 
published (however, all signs look 
good). 

As it turns out, many HIV-pos¬ 
itive kidney transplant patients 
have loving families and hence, 
likely living donors. This surpris¬ 
ing turn of events (loving fam¬ 
ily members, that is) 
means that many pa¬ 
tients like Danny, who 
have long suffered with 
no hope, are now get¬ 
ting or becoming eligi¬ 
ble for living-related kid¬ 
ney transplants. 
Patients who 
have their own 
donor need not 
wait years for available organs. 
And since Migden has arranged 
funding for the project, these days 
kidney transplants for HIV pa¬ 
tients are rolling out UCSF’s 
doors. Compared to the past rate 
of transplants - which was zero - 
one could say that UCSF is trans¬ 
planting kidneys nearly willy nilly. 

UCSF transplant surgeon Dr. 
Peter Stock and HIV specialist Dr. 
Michelle Roland recently present¬ 
ed data on results of the first four 
kidney transplants and one liver 
transplant at a community con¬ 
sortium grand rounds meeting 
held at CPMC Davies Medical 
Center. Stock said that all five pa¬ 


tients are alive and well, and doing 
better than expected. Stock, a man 
not known for wearing cowboy 
boots, was nonetheless quite the 
activist in getting the recent trans¬ 
plants performed. At the Davies 
hospital presentation, Stock was 
nearly glowing with pride and en¬ 
thusiasm. At this rate of success, 
he indicated that health insurance 
companies could soon be paying 
for HIV-positive transplants just 
the same as regular patients. 

“In order for a kidney trans¬ 
plant to be cost-effective to the in¬ 
surance companies, it has to hold 
for about a year and a half. This is 


the point that the transplant be¬ 
comes cheaper than dialysis,” Stock 
said. All of the presenters were 
hopeful for long-term survival of 
the kidney transplant patients. 

Stock, Roland, and others were 
also on hand to thank Migden and 
Survive AIDS for their work in get¬ 
ting the transplant research fund¬ 
ed. Normally, HIV research money 
cannot be approved for proce¬ 
dures such as organ transplanta¬ 
tion and Migden found a creative 
way to get the job done. Certainly 
the assemblywoman had a lot to 
be proud of as she was handed a 
large bouquet of flowers and 


shown a plague with her name on 
it that will be placed at San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital’s Ward 84. 
Over the years Migden had re¬ 
ceived phone calls from desperate 
and dying HIV patients who need¬ 
ed transplants. “I simply could not 
ignore their needs,” she said. 

UCSF’s Dr. Tom Coates an¬ 
nounced that the research proto¬ 
col will henceforth be called the 
“Migden Transplant Protocol.” He 
went on to report developments 
on a national level. Many other 
hospitals and transplant centers 
are in the process of adopting the 
UCSF protocol and National In¬ 
stitutes of Health funding requests 
are in the works. 

“If all goes well we could see 
over 100 kidney transplants per¬ 
formed on HIV-positive patients 
in the next year and a half,” re¬ 
marked Roland. 

If all goes as planned and the 
patients survive reasonably well, 
one could expect the day for nor¬ 
mal HIV organ transplantation 
across the entire country. Europe 
and Australia, which often follow 
U.S. transplant leads, will likely 
follow. What started as a small ac¬ 
tivist project at ACT UP/Golden 
Gate, now SurviveAIDS, with help 
from Project Inform and others, 
has had quite a significant impact 
on transplantation worldwide. 
Once again PWAs have demon¬ 
strated that the system can be 
changed to enable their lives to go 
on - to survive AIDS. ▼

Listen 
up, Log Cabin Syruptors. 

The Albion Monitor reports 
that Prescott Bush, the father of 
the former president and the 
grandfather of the current candi¬ 
date, spent more than a decade 
helping his father-in-law, George 
Herbert Walker, finance Adolf 
Hitler from the Wall Street bank, 
Union Banking Corporation. 
Union Banking Corp. was eventu¬ 
ally seized under the Trading With 
The Enemy Act. 

Walker was one of 
Hitler’s most pow¬ 
erful supporters in 
the United States, 
and landed 
Prescott Bush 
a job as a di¬ 
rector at the 
firm. From 1924 
to 1936, Bush’s bank in¬ 
vested heavily in Ger¬ 
many, selling $50 mil¬ 
lion of German bonds to 
American investors. In 1934, a 
congressional investigation be¬ 
lieved that Walker’s Hamburg- 
America Line subsidized a wide 
range of pro-Nazi efforts in both 
Germany and the United States. 

One of Walker’s employees, 
Dan Harkins, delivered testimony 
to congressional leaders regarding 
Walker’s Nazi sympathies and 
business transactions. Many of 
Union Banking’s assets had been 
operated on behalf of Nazi Ger¬ 
many and had been used to sup¬ 
port the German war effort. The 
U.S. Alien Property Custodian 
vested the Union Banking Corp.’s

ing out of his car. 

“The statement that his family 
was supportive of him is ridicu¬ 
lous,” said McComas. “If they had 
been supportive at that time he 
would not have left home, lost 
hope, and shot Redman.” 

Rosenkrantz’s parole has also 
been endorsed by the judge who 
presided over his 1986 trial as well 
as Redman’s late grandmother, 
who wrote several letters to the 


stock shares and also issued two 
other Vesting Orders to seize two 
other Nazi-influenced organiza¬ 
tions managed by Bush’s bank. 
Holland American Trading Cor¬ 
poration and Seamless Steel 
Equipment Corporation. 

While many major firms had 
dealings with Nazis in the years 
leading up to World War II, few 
engaged in such enthusiastic fer¬ 
vor toward Hitler’s Germany after 
Pearl Harbor than the Bush clan. 

Shrub and Poppy 
had been forced to 
deal with anti-Semi¬ 
tism in Poppy’s campaign, 
Nazism was more than a joke 
to George Bush when he was 
running for president. ... In 
the fall of 1988, Vice 
President Bush had to 
fire several neo-Nazis 
from his presidential 
campaign.

“Although Mr. Rosenkrantz 
now professes remorse,” Davis 
wrote, “numerous times after the 
offense he has continued to imply 
that he is the victim and has re¬ 
peatedly lied about aspects of the 
crime to minimize his culpability. 

“As recently as his hearing on 
June 30, 2000, Mr. Rosenkrantz 
again stated that the victim ‘did a 
bad thing,’ referring to the victim’s 
behavior prior to the murder.” 

Davis excerpted the words “did 


a bad thing” from a statement in 
which Rosenkrantz was express¬ 
ing his remorse. 

Rosenkrantz’s exact words 
were: “He - he did a bad thing, 
and I did a much worse thing. I’ll 
regret it for the rest of my life. 
And I’ll never - you know, the 
older I get, the - really, the more 
genuine remorse has formed.” 

By all accounts, Rosenkrantz has 
been a model prisoner. He’s earned 
two college degrees and works full 
time at the California Men’s Colony 
Prison in San Luis Obispo develop¬ 
ing computer software for the De¬ 
partment of Corrections. He’s re¬ 


ceived several commendations 
from corrections officials. 

Davis addressed Rosenkrantz’s 
exemplary prison record in two 
sentences. 

“Mr. Rosenkrantz’s institu¬ 
tional behavior does not out¬ 
weigh the circumstances of the 
crime in assessing his suitability 
for parole,” wrote Davis. “Al¬ 
though Mr. Rosenkrantz has been 
discipline free and continued his 
education while in prison, the 
State of California expects this of 
all prisoners.” 

Rosenkrantz will be eligible for 
parole next in June 2001. T

Old Bug , New Attitude 


Gonorrhea. Rectal gonorrhea. 
Nobody likes to talk about it. 

Just the thought of it gives 
a lot of us the willies. And yet, 
slowly but surely, it's creeping 
back into our lives. 

Gonorrhea can be one of those 
"warning signs." It's usually 
a "wake-up call," because 
when gonorrhea shows up it 
usually means a shift in the 
way we're fucking. 

According to studies, a lot of the 
SF guys who are newly infected 
with HIV also have gonorrhea. 

So, what's the connection? 

Gonorrhea increases the chances of 
getting HIV. If it's rectal gonorrhea, 
it makes the pink tissue in your 
ass get inflamed. In your dick, it 
irritates the lining of your urethra. 
Then, when you fuck, HIV can more 
easily flow into your blood stream. 
Or, if you're positive, it increases 
the amount of HIV in your cum. 
Rectal gonorrhea also can be fairly 
symptom-free, so you may not 
know you have it. 

Maybe STDs have become part 
of life in San Francisco. Like 
high rents. Besides, when you're 
worried about getting run over 
by a Mack truck, getting hit by a 
Volkswagen isn't all that scary. 

But for bottoms especially, 
gonorrhea can be a big deal. 

Let's say you're getting fucked 
without a condom and you think 
you've weighed all the risks. But 
the symptoms of gonorrhea in the 
ass often don't show up. So if you 
have it, you may not even know 
you're more sensitive to HIV. 

On the flip side, you might be 
topping because you think tops 
don't get HIV. But if the guy you're 
fucking is positive, and he happens 
to have rectal gonorrhea, your

chances of getting HIV go way up. 
Having an STD in your penis can 
also make you more sensitive to HIV. 

Here's another thing to consider. 
STDs among men with HIV are up, 
including gonorrhea—in the rectum 
and the penis. STDs in the dick can 
also increase the amount of HIV that 
comes out when a poz guy shoots. 
Even if he thinks his viral load is low. 

So gonorrhea is a wake-up call for 
both poz and neg guys. If you have 
gonorrhea, the chances of getting 
and transmitting HIV go up, too. 

Managing our sex lives is complex. 
And part of that is dealing with 
STDs. Maybe it's time to rethink our 
attitude toward them. Gonorrhea 
isn't as harmless as we thought. But 
it's easy to get to tested. And it's 
easy to treat. HIV is not. 

For confidential testing, check 
out the City Clinic at (415) 487-5500. 
Or talk to your doctor. 

A few weeks ago, we started using 
this space to talk about the new 
HIV numbers in San Francisco. After 
a steady decline in HIV for a really 
long time, all the new studies are 
pointing in the wrong direction. HIV 
rates are up. Fucking in situations 
where HIV can be transmitted is up. 
And so are STDs. For some of us, 
this may not matter. For others, it's 
a big deal. 

Whatever you think about the 
"new epidemic," can't we agree 
that we want things to get better? 
That being healthy is better than 
being sick? And that sex would 
be a whole lot better if we didn't 
have to worry about either Mack 
trucks or Volkswagens?

11 ubert Selby, Jr. has always written about out- 
!J siders because he’s always been one himself, 
if Drunks, addicts, prostitutes, drag queens, fag- 
11 bashers, the homeless, and the occasional dis¬ 
tressed suburbanite have all been either crucified 
or sanctified by his prose — or both. 

“I’ve always felt like a scream looking for a 
mouth. All my life,” Selby says in the conference 
room of his New York publisher. “You see, I live 
alone, and I do a lot of screaming. I shouldn’t say 
a lot. A couple of times a day maybe, I just get 
overwhelmed by life and I scream, but it only lasts 
a second or two. It’s just kind of like a safety valve. 
Then I go about my business.” 

Not surprisingly, his searing, violent novels and 
short stories haven’t often graced the screen. 


There’s been Uli Edel’s superb take on the 1964 
classic cult novel Last Exit to Brooklyn, and also a 
French documentary on the author that has yet to 
make it to our shores, but that’s it. 

Last Exit, an inspired, tragic look at the vio¬ 
lence gays faced in the late ’40s, was inspired by 
Georgie, a lad with a flair for dressing up who dies 
a sad death. Selby wanted to immortalize him. He 
succeeded. 

“Georgie is responsible for me writing Last 
Exit,” Selby shares. “Fortunately for me, I’ve never 
been homophobic. Not being homosexual, I didn’t 
have that point of identity with Georgie. But — 
and I didn’t know this at the time. In fact, I seldom 
know what’s going on at the time — but in retro¬ 
spect, I realized that I have been alienated all my 
life. I’ve always felt I’m on the outside looking in. 

“So I realized how Georgie must’ve felt alien-

Finding the faerie within 

Ken Pickett's portraits of ' Faeries'

A nyone who’s ever spent any 
time with a number of rad¬ 
ical faeries knows there’s no 
completely accurate way to de¬ 
scribe them. They’re gay men, sure 
— except for a small but signifi¬ 
cant number of faeries who aren’t 
gay, and some who aren’t men. 
They’re hippies, true — only some 
of them have Republican haircuts, 
and some prefer urban jungles to 
green forests. But they all love to 
dress in drag, right? Absolutely! 
Except for those faeries who al¬ 
ways wear pants, and those who 
like to run naked. 

The best way to understand 
faerie, to appreciate the paradox, 
is to experience it. Thanks to the 
work of photographer Keri Pick¬ 
ett, that opportunity is now as 
near as the closest bookstore. In 
her bold new coffee-table book, 
Faeries: Visions, Voices and Pretty 
Dresses (Aperture, $40), Pickett, a 
Minneapolis-based artist, has 
tackled the paradoxical task of en¬ 
capsulating a community as elu¬ 
sive as water. With a keen eye and 
an open heart, a cache of 
Fomapon film and a dollop of 
magic, she has somehow captured 
the wave. 

Accompanied by interviews 
and poetry, the black-and-white 
prints contain the essence of a 
faerie sanctuary tucked away in 
the Minnesota woods north of 
Duluth, a 17-acre parcel of land 
called Kawashaway, meaning “no 
place between.” It’s a sequestered 
paradise to which Pickett has 
made a pilgrimage every year 
since 1993, when she first fully ex¬ 
perienced the faeries. That sum¬ 
mer, she joined them in their an¬ 
nual gathering — a time when 
about 60 queer-spirited folk, 
mostly from Minnesota and 
northern Wisconsin, convene a 
meeting of their tribe. 

Pickett, an extensively pub¬ 
lished and exhibited photograph¬ 
er, initially connected with her fel¬ 
low faes while on assignment that 
year for an article about the home 
health-care network established 


for a Minneapolis man named 
Daisy, who was dying of AIDS 
complications. Daisy’s chosen 
family had united to organize hos¬ 
pice care for him, so Pickett got an 
intimate look at this fascinating 
community in an intense setting. 

“I immediately felt at home,” 
she remembers. “I immediately 
had a core connection with Daisy, 
and also with some of his primary 
caregivers.” 

Pickett’s friendship lasted be¬ 
yond her job, so when Daisy’s 
health took a turn for the worse 
just before the summer gathering 
and he expressed a wish to visit 
Kawashaway one last time, she de¬ 
cided to ride north with him. It 
was a fateful trip for both: Daisy 
was blessed with a dying wish ful¬ 
filled, while Pickett discovered the 
seemingly boundless joy of being 
in one’s soul home. She remained 
on the land for a weekend, getting 
to know her own faerie self, and 
taking pictures. 

At the end of the year, when 
she reviewed the work she’d done, 
“I kept coming back to the por¬ 


traits of the faeries,” she says. 
“They were really among the most 
important pictures I’d made. They 
looked at issues of gender and 
identity and growth, being able to 
accept everyone for who they are.” 

Hiss of approval 

The book had been conceived; 
when she proposed it to the 
Kawashaway circle the next sum¬ 
mer and they all hissed approval, 
its six-year gestation period was 
begun. 

The finished product depicts an 
eclectic community in all its many 
glories. The book is not about 
queens camping it up in endless 
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Editor’s box

|| ohn Fisher, the man who 
,, found a musical in Medea, is 
W ready for some fun again. 
“I’ve been doing all these plays on 
heavy subjects,” said the writer-di¬ 
rector, “and I just wanted to get 
back to tap dancing and farting 
sounds and that sort of thing. I 
missed doing something for fun’s 
sake.” 

The result is Cleopatra - the 
Musical, a Theatre Rhino produc¬ 
tion that opens Nov. 4 at the Vic¬ 
toria Theatre. “It was my idea to 
use the Victoria,” Fisher said. 
“They were talking about holding 
over Naked Boys Singing, and I 
said why don’t we just rent the 
Victoria. Cleopatra is like a music- 
hall kind of thing, so I thought the 
Victoria would be ideal.” 

Fisher first staged Cleopatra - 
the Musical in 1992 at 
UC Berkeley, where he is 
a long-term doctoral 
candidate, and he re¬ 
vived it on campus this 
summer. All the princi¬ 
pal performers from the 
summer production are 
making the move to the 
city. Not surprising 
for a Fisher produc¬ 
tion, gender is never 
a clear-cut issue, and 
casting includes a man (Jeffrey 
Meanza) as Cleopatra and a 
woman (Laura Le Bleu) as Mark 
Antony. 

“It’s all about gender decon¬ 
struction,” Fisher said, “and how 
the wild ones always get sup¬ 
pressed by the repressed ones. 
There is a thread of a plot, but 
mostly it’s an excuse for a lot of 
silly behavior.” 

Fisher’s research included 
watching every Cleopatra movie 
and reading every Cleopatra play 
he could find. “It’s pretty much a 
send-up of the Liz Taylor movie, 
which I’ve always sort of loved but 
then been totally bored by,” he 
said. “Hopefully, our show isn’t 
quite as boring as her movie, and 
my Cleopatra is lot sexier, too. 
He’s really cute.” 

Fisher himself will be playing 
Julius Caesar at certain perfor¬ 
mances due to actor Christopher 


Jeffery Meanza as Cleopatra 


Herold’s scheduling conflicts. 
“This Julius Caesar is a horny old 
queen,” Fisher said. “But I don’t 
sing, so it’s kind of horrifying. I’ve 
been telling the musical 
director to just follow 
me, which annoys him 
because he’s kind of like 
Beethoven. So we’re 
going to have our little 
battles, but I’ll win.” 

For more informa¬

‘Brain’ wave 

The same year William Finn 
won the Tony Award for Falsettos, 
he was diagnosed with an inoper¬ 
able brain tumor. Whoops. The 
doctors had it wrong, and came 
up with a less calamitous condi¬ 
tion that they were able to cure. 
But for a writer like Finn, the end 
result of a journey like this could 
only produce one thing: a musical 
that finds a way to sing about CAT 
scans and bed pans. 

A New Brain opened in 1998 at 
Lincoln Center to a high anticipa¬ 
tion that was followed by mixed 
reviews. It is only now having its 
West Coast debut, as part of the 
New Conservatory Theatre Cen¬ 
ter’s In Concert series of musicals 
slightly off the beaten track. 

Though filtered through Finn’s 
offbeat view of the world, A New 
Brain is clearly an autobiographi¬ 
cal tale. The central character,

Passion play 

'Corpus Christ T at New Conservatory

|P|| erhaps in an effort to ratch- 
|p? et down the early controver- 
1 sy surrounding Corpus 
Christi, playwright Terrence Mc¬ 
Nally now calls the play “more a 
religious ritual than a play” with 
“no scenery, no suspense.” These 
are not exactly words to quicken a 
theatergoer’s heart, but it turns 
out there is more to the play than 
McNally lets on. 

Having its Bay Area premiere 
at the New Conservatory Theatre 
Center following a fiery New York 
debut in 1998, Corpus Christi 
emerges as an imaginative, 
thought-provoking play with a 
considerable sense of humor. Its 
messages can become both con¬ 
fused and obvious, but McNally is 
too smart a playwright to provide 
anything less than a strong the¬ 
atrical experience. 

The play’s notoriety began 
months before it opened at the 
Manhattan Theatre Club. “Gay 
Jesus May Star on B’way” read a 
headline in The New York Post, a 
notion that sent religious conser¬ 
vatives into a frenzy. Threats of vi¬ 
olence against the theater and its 
artists led the MTC to cancel the 
production, which then led to a 
prestigious roster of playwrights 
calling for a boycott of the theater 
for censoring McNally. The play 
was restored to the MTC schedule, 
where its run proceeded without 
incident. 

The controversy gave the play 
a profile higher than it warranted 
and consequently expectations 
that could not be met. In his bor¬ 
derline-homophobic review in 
The New York Times, Ben Brantley 
seemed disturbed that the cast 
lacked “a screaming queen or 
sneering leather boy.” He com¬ 
pared the play unfavorably to 
Monty Python’s The Life of Brian 
and Jesus Christ Superstar, works 


with intents so clearly removed 
from Corpus Christi that he un¬ 
dermined the authority of his 
lightly damning words. 

What McNally has done is to 
outline the Jesus story on a kind of 
theatrical tracing paper and then 
place it over a contemporary 
American setting. This is a world 
of high school proms and Roman 
centurions, AIDS and leprosy, gay 
marriage and crucifixions. In this 
retelling, Jesus, here known as 
Joshua, is born in a motel in Texas, 
is ostracized by schoolmates for 
his gentle ways, and becomes a 
spiritual leader to a band of gay 
men before he is destroyed by the 


fag-haters of his hometown. 

The story is presented within 
the context of a passion play, with 
the actors doing warm-up exercis¬ 
es as the audience arrives and dis¬ 
cussing their roles before moving 
into them. One by one, the actors’ 
actual names are invoked before 
they are christened with their stage 
names that parallel the apostles’ 
names — though not necessarily 
their professions. This group in¬ 
cludes a doctor, a lawyer, an archi¬ 
tect, a hustler, and a hairdresser. 

The men play all the roles, in¬ 
cluding Joshua’s drawling mother, 
the sadistic nun at his school, and 
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Cardaci as Joshua in Corpus Christi: 'a gentle

Wound up tight 

ACT's'Misanthrope'

M oliere’s latest appearance at 
ACT isn’t nearly the romp 
that the theater’s trans-cul- 
tural Tartuffe was last year, but it 
still manages to provide its fair 
share of amusement. 

Director Carey Perloff has kept 
The Misanthrope in its original 
17th-century setting, but is intro¬ 
ducing a new translation that 
adapter Constance Congdon has 
rooted in “slang-free American 
English” to provide a fresher, 
clearer take than Richard Wilbur’s 
classic 1952 version. 

The story is still told in verse, 
and the arrival of Congdon’s 
happy rhymes can provide an 
extra layer to the prickly humor of 
the piece. Although recognized as 
a comedy, The Misanthrope can 
find its characters working up 
quite a lather over the injustices, 
hypocrisies, and mistreatments 
that they feel they have been sub¬ 
jected to. 

Alceste, the misanthrope of 
the title, earns his name because of 
his rejection of all false pleas¬ 
antries, even the white lies that 
can spare another’s feelings. He 


proves his determination by un¬ 
mercifully ridiculing a sonnet 
composed by a fatuous would-be 
poet. What his more temperate 
friend Philinte can’t understand is 
how Alceste can reconcile his un¬ 
bending philosophies with his 
love for Celimene, a young beauty 
who wallows in the world of su¬ 
perficial flattery. Alceste can’t 
quite explain it either, and the dif¬ 
ferences eventually undermine the 
relationship. 

The Misanthrope is a tightly 
wound play that ends with a curi¬ 
ous lack of resolution. With the 
exception of a fussy flurry of 
masked judges, Perloff’s staging 
does not elaborate on these un¬ 
adorned underpinnings. But she 
does lead her actors to inviting 
subtleties and twists in their deliv¬ 
ery of the rhyming lines. 

As Alceste, David Adkins is fine 
when he is in high dudgeon, but 
his skills at comedy fail him when 
he stretches too far in that direc¬ 
tion. If Rene Augesen does not 
suggest a 20-year-old as Celimene, 
there is an appealing bemusement 
to much of her presence. As the 
spiteful dowager Arsinoe, Kimber¬ 
ly King has just the right combi¬ 
nation of acid and ridiculousness.

Gregory Wallace and Kathleen 
Kaefer, as confidants to Alceste 
and Celimene, provide strong 
characterizations.

Beaver Bauer’s costumes are 
luxuriously garish creations, but 
Kate Edmunds’ set of sliding pan¬ 
els is a pallid affair that suggests 
thrift over atmosphere. Still, the 
wit and wisdom of Moliere 
emerge in this production that of¬ 
fers a refreshing take on a 334- 
year-old play. T

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Art scene: Day of the Dead

11 o, it’s not exactly Hal- 
loween. Now that the trick- 
I H or-treat-and/or excuse-to- 
do-drag hoopla has died down, it’s 
time for that uniquely Mexican 
celebration, Dia de Los Muertos. 
When the Spanish conquistadores 
and missionaries arrived in the 
New World, they found that one 
of the rituals of the indigenous 
peoples of Mexico was a month¬ 
long celebration of death. Know¬ 
ing that there would be resistance 
to an attempt to squelch such a 
powerful tradition, the Spaniards 
instead wisely built on it, combin¬ 
ing the Roman Catholic All Souls’ 
Day (November 2) with the local 
ritual. Et voila! Dia de Los Muer¬ 
tos has been a Mexican tradition 
ever since. What is surprising to 
discover is that only since the 
1970s has the phenomenon en¬ 
tered pop culture. 

Several Bay Area cultural insti¬ 
tutions have mounted their own 
salutes to the Mexican ; — and now 
Mexican American — holiday. It 
is a cultural acknowledgment of 
the continuity of life into death as 
part of a natural cycle. 

The Oakland Museum of Cali¬ 
fornia is presenting La Flor y la 
Calavera; Altars and Offerings for 
the Days of the Dead through No¬ 
vember 26. Ironically, this exhibi¬ 
tion about death was by far the 
most “alive” part of the museum 
when I paid a recent visit. Grade 
school and high school groups 
crowded to see the many objects 
in the three galleries full of altars, 
both traditional and innovative. 
One of the altars was created by a 
grade school in Oakland. I over¬ 
heard docents speak of being 
“touched” and “overwhelmed” by 
the installations; how rare not 
only to have a spiritual experience 
in a museum, but to share it as 
well! 

San Francisco artist Ray Patlan 
(of the famed Balmy Alley in the 
Mission) leads the viewer through 
an ombigotorio which honors the 
memory of his parents, combin¬ 
ing images of his personal past 
with those of the history of Mexi¬ 
can Americans in the 20th centu¬ 
ry. His collages and the small, 
painted boxes reminiscent of 
altares portables remind the view¬ 
er of the murals with which he is 
usually associated. Patricia Ro¬ 
driguez, of the Mujeres Muralistas, 
has installed a wall of sensual ce¬ 
ramic hearts on a backdrop of red 
velvet behind painted Aztec pyra¬ 
mids, a chilling reminder of Mex¬ 
ico’s bloody past, as represented 
by “an enduring symbol vital to 
our culture.” A whimsical varia¬ 
tion on the ubiquitous sugar skull 
is a large-format vinyl print by 
Daniel Galvez, inspired by a 
moldy 35mm slide. Its manipula¬ 
tion into a digital poster gives the 
grim symbol of death even more 
candy-colored sparkles than the 
real thing. 

The most successful installa¬ 
tion is a haunting Los Caminos 
Residency Hotel, Room 1102, by 
four women who share the 
moniker “Las Otras.” A bare bulb 
over an empty bed frame illumi¬ 
nates a floor cluttered with yel¬ 
lowed book pages and a lyrical 
swirl of paper moths, the detritus 
left behind by the many souls who 
have passed through the empty 
room and moved on. (Oakland 
Museum, 10th and Oak Streets, 
(510) 535-6904) 

Underworld 

You have until New Year’s Eve 
to see Chicanos en Mictlan at the 


Mexican Museum at Fort Mason. 
(The museum notes that this will 
be its last exhibition before mov¬ 
ing to its future site at Yerba Buena 
in 2003.) 

Mictlan is the legendary Aztec 
underworld region of the dead, 
and this exhibition focuses on the 
tradition of the celebration of 
death in California del Norte. 
Wrapped up in the Chicano poli¬ 
tics of the early 1970s, activist 
groups in both LA (Self-Help 
Graphics) and San Francisco 
(Galena de la Raza) formalized 
the ritual of Dia de los Muertos by 
organizing community parades 
around the traditionally family- 
based holiday. The exhibition at 
Ft. Mason traces the history of 
that political movement as reflect¬ 
ed in the art of the early celebra¬ 
tions in California, and brings the 
celebration up to the present day. 

Among the most intriguing in¬ 
stallations under the heading of 
“Legacy” are a lyrical white heart 
on a field of black velvet, punc¬ 
tured with nails, by Eva Cristina 
Perez (of Self-Help Graphics), and 
what appears to be a lead sculp¬ 
ture of a calaveras (skull) and a 


bone, La Tuya (Yours), by David 
Avalos. A group of several artists 
working together has produced a 
very funny, yet painful, look at dis¬ 
crimination called McMuertos, 
Inc. It features neatly packaged 
food items like “beaners,” and 
headlines like, “Coming soon to 
an ethnic barrio near you” within 
its large vitrine. (Ft. Mason Cen¬ 
ter, Bldg. D, 202-9700) 

At the Galena de la Raza itself 
(2857 24th Street, 826-8009), a 
much more angry exhibition is in 
its final days. (It closes on Nov. 4.) 
Taking the same theme of racial 
prejudice, both subtle and overt, 
and running with it, the show is 
called Amigo Racism. The focus of 
the exhibition, subtitled Mickey 
Mouse Meets the Taco Bell Chi¬ 
huahua, is the exploitation of mi¬ 
norities in commercial advertis¬ 
ing, and it is enlightening to con¬ 
sider how much of the bombastic 
merchandising message that we 
take for granted does in fact reflect 
racism of one sort or another. 

Among the most intriguing 
objects are ritual vessels by Nadin 
Ospina which appear to be pre¬

Put up your dukes 

Boxing Week at the Castro Theatre

T hirty-five minutes into ar¬ 
guably the best American 
film of the last 20 years, a 
woman is ordered by her lover to 
take off his pants; her tongue be¬ 
gins a slow cruise down his chest 
beginning where a forest of dark 
hairs gives way to the plain 
formed by a washboard stomach. 
Before her tongue gets to glide 
below the beltline, her lover leaps 
up and runs into the bathroom, 
pouring a pitcher of ice water over 
his now-flaming crotch. To 
screenwriter Paul Schrader, the 
scene illustrates the theory of 
Deadly Sperm Backup or DSB, a 
pet theory of Schrader and his pal 
Martin Scorsese. “That’s what 
happens when you don’t sleep 
with women — your sperm goes 
up to your brain and makes you 
crazy.” DSB is the least of Jake La 
Motta’s problems as the insanely 
self-destructive anti-hero of Rag¬ 
ing Bull, Scorsese and Schrader’s 
astonishing portrait of a man 
whose fists and thick head win 
him everything he’s ever dreamed 
of, before macho jealously de¬ 
stroys his treasure, including the 
love of everyone who meant any¬ 
thing to him on the way up. 

A brand new print of Raging 
Bull is just one of 15 feature film 
treasures unreeling during the San 
Francisco Film Society’s Boxing 
Week (November 3-9) at the Cas¬ 
tro Theatre. Along with the usual 
suspects, Boxing Week’s over 31 
hours of pugilistic antics feature a 
surprisingly eclectic array of 
artists: The Beatles, Humphrey 
Bogart, Jeff Bridges, Charlie Chap¬ 
lin, Jackie Gleason, Alfred Hitch¬ 
cock, John Huston, Buster Keaton, 
Ving Rhames, The Three Stooges, 
Jacques Tati, Bruce Weber and 
Robert Wise. Boxing Week natu¬ 
rally enough divides its seven days 
into seven rounds, each with its 
own theme or point of emphasis. 

Round One (Fri., 11/3) fea¬ 
tures lessons in film as well as box¬ 
ing history. The first-ever boxing 
film was recorded in 1894 at 
Thomas Edison’s pioneering 
“Black Maria” studio by the man 
credited with inventing the mo¬ 
tion picture camera, William 
Kennedy Laurie Dickson. Featur¬ 
ing San Francisco’s own heavy¬ 
weight champion “Gentleman 
Jim” Corbet, the film, which prob¬ 
ably ran about three minutes, was 
designed to be viewed for ten 
cents in one of the Kinetograph 
film machines that were popping 
up in working-class neighbor¬ 
hoods across the country. 

Three years later, fight fans 
were treated to a breathtaking 
widescreen version of the 14- 
round title fight between Corbet 


and challenger Bob Fitzsimmons 
— the film is both the first com¬ 
plete record of an entire fight, and 
the first full-length feature film. 
Round One also includes the fight 
in which Jack Johnson became the 
first black heavyweight champ, as 
well as notable bouts by Jack 
Dempsey, the first black champion 
whose fan base crossed racial lines, 
and Joe Louis, the fighter who 
paved the way for the emergence 
of the modern black athletic hero 
in the person of Muhammad Ali. 

Handled with care 

One of the most surprising 
discoveries of the series is a silent 
boxing feature by Alfred Hitch¬ 
cock. The Ring, while not in the 
master’s normal suspense mode, 
did allow Hitch to experiment 
with visually trippy forms of sto¬ 
rytelling. This simple tale of a 
young boxer beaten and cuckold¬ 
ed by the same opponent gave 
Hitchcock permission to let his 
camera run riot through a small¬ 
town amusement park. The Ring 
also frames its pretty young hero 
in an almost flamingly homoerot¬ 
ic fashion — particularly notable 
are the elaborate between-rounds 
and dressing-room scenes in 
which the boxer’s male handlers 
treat him like a sultan, or perhaps 
a queen bee. 

Since virtually nothing in a 
Hitchcock film was left to chance, 
the master must have had some 
purpose for this display of male 
sizzle, for which there is little 
precedent in his work aside from 
Strangers on a Train's flirtations 
between Farley Granger and 
Robert Walker. The Ring and all 
silent film programs in the series 
will feature the live piano of Jon 
Mirsalis. 

Round Two (Sat., 11/4) begins 
with a sample of ring slapstick by 
some of the screen’s greatest 
comics. Charlie Chaplin pops up 


in the short The Champion, as an 
accidental fighter who gets ahead 
in a time-tested way: by cheating. 
The Knockout has Charlie trying to 
referee a farcical match between 
two fighting hams, “Fatty” Ar- 
buckle and the master of the silent 
comedy slow burn, Edgar 
Kennedy. Fans of French comic 
Jacques Tati will not be disap¬ 
pointed by his screwball portrayal 
of a farmhand who learns to box 
from a book — while in the ring 
against an experienced bruiser. 
The idea that good comedy is ulti¬ 
mately an expression of barely 
sublimated rage gets a good work¬ 
out in the Buster Keaton feature 
Battling Butler, which Martin 
Scorsese calls one of his favorite 
fight films. Keaton’s 97-lb. weak¬ 
ling is a good comic device for 
spoofing the rituals of the fighter’s 
training camp, until the film’s cli¬ 
max, when the worm turns. 

Beefcake power 

At the height of the studio era, 
the fight film became the screen 
test of choice for picking the latest 
crop of male beefcake. Beginning 
with Golden Boy (William Holden 
trades a violin for boxing gloves), 
scores of leading men tried to 
flaunt their star power in the ring. 
Boxing Week presents three clas¬ 
sics of the genre, beginning with 
the 1949 melodrama Champion. 
Kirk Douglas’ uncompromising 
portrayal of a ruthless boxer who 
climbs to the top over the bodies 
of those close to him foreshadows 
his even more acid role as a cyni¬ 
cal reporter in Billy Wilder’s Ace in 
the Hole. Champion also hints at 
the possibilities inherent in taking 
the anti-hero to the limit. 

Paul Newman goes in the op¬ 
posite direction in the 1956 biopic 
Somebody Up There Likes Me. New¬ 
man’s patented boyish grin blunts 
the edge of Rocky Graziano’s ni-

Yet 
they can’t stop shooting up the 
product long enough to transcend 
it. Harry’s girlfriend Marion (Jen¬ 
nifer Connelly) adores him, but 
only as long as he can provide her 
with a regular fix. And the aged 
Sara, lonely and addicted to tele¬ 
vision, dreams of becoming a con¬ 
testant on a game show. In prepa¬ 
ration for her 15 minutes of fame, 
she starts taking prescription diet 
pills and becomes addicted to 
them. 

Each of the four main charac¬ 
ters takes the fast track to Hell, at¬ 
tempting to fulfill a dream. 
Aronofsky’s screenplay is tight 
and bleak, like the novel that in¬ 
spired it, but he avoids long, ram¬ 
bling, drug-induced monologues 
and lengthy episodes where the 
characters shoot heroin. The film’s 
cinematography (Matthew Liba- 
tique) and editing (Jay Rabi- 
nowitz) are tight and fast. Aronof¬ 
sky employs a variety of tech¬ 
niques including slow motion, 
time-lapse photography, split 
screens, extreme close-ups, and 
aural distortions to echo the al¬ 
tered sense of time and place that 
result from drug abuse. The char¬ 
acters want to transcend their dis¬ 
mal Brighton Beach reality, and 
will sacrifice everything and 
everyone they know for an escape. 
Their emotional transitions are 
wonderfully highlighted by a score 
that features evocative orchestra¬

tions by San Francisco’s own Kro- 
nos Quartet. 

Lost girls 

Jared Leto and Marlon Wayans 
are convincing pals and junkies, 
but the strongest performances in 
the film belong to Ellen Burstyn 
and Jennifer Connelly. In Waking 
the Dead, Connelly demonstrated 
none of the potential that comes 
across in this performance. Her 
Marion is complex — desperate 
and lost, yet strangely composed 
at the same time. More than any 
other character in the film, she is 


aware of her descent but cannot 
summon the strength to stop her 
own slide. Connelly’s perfor¬ 
mance walks this tightrope with 
consummate skill. 

In Sara Goldfarb, Ellen Burstyn 
has found the Baby Jane Hudson of 
her career. At the outset of the film, 
Sara is lonely and chubby, enjoying 
imaginary conversations with her 
dead husband and watching televi¬ 
sion. But when she embarks on her 
campaign to lose weight, she be¬ 
gins to unravel completely. Sum¬ 
moning a ferocious determination,

Darren Aronofsky's 'Requiem for a Dream'

IP| race yourself. Requiem for a 
\ Dream isn’t for everyone. At 
1 fr any given screening, some 
people will walk out, unable to 
tolerate the film’s visceral presen¬ 
tation of drug addiction and its 
consequences.

ated. This is 1949. The waterfront 
in Brooklyn. He’s a teenager. 
Maybe 17. Tall. Six feet two. 110 
pounds. And he’s skinny with 
starlight on his eyes. Pads in his T- 
shirt. This is daytime,” Selby 
laughs. “Now this guy obviously 
felt alienated, and I realized there 
was a connection. That’s why I 
could get inside of Georgie as well 
as I did. 

“You see,” he notes, “ I want the 
reader to have an emotional expe¬ 
rience. So in order to do that, I 
have to experience that emotion, 
and I get very involved with these 
people. I see what they’re doing.” 

Besides writing about gays, 
Selby, a Nader supporter, has al¬ 
ways spoken out on the subject, 
too. In one recent interview, he 
took on the homophobes this 
way: “God, look at the religious 
right. Their attitude towards gays 
and AIDS and things like that. I 
figure, ‘All right, if that’s your atti¬ 
tude towards gay people, don’t 
fight with them. Don’t fight with 
me. Go fight with your fucking 
God that created them.’” 

Dream time 

With that passion aside, we can 
now celebrate the man and the lat¬ 
est adaptation of his work, Re¬ 
quiem for a Dream. This is not 
only a superb movie, it’s one of 
the best movies of many a year. 

Warning: The film contains a 
brutal lesbian sex scene, where 
two women, one played by Jen¬ 
nifer Connelly, agree to have a 
romp with each other at a party in 
order to get heroin. As a horde of 
heterosexual louts cheer them on, 
the duo ride a double-headed 
dildo in a drug-filled haze. 

Helmed by the director of the 
lauded n (Pi), Darren Aronofsky, 
this is a tale of addictions, from an 
obsession with game-show view¬ 
ing to dieting to drug abuse. 

There are two parallel, inter¬ 
connected sagas going on here. 
Harry Goldfarb (Jared Leto of My 
So-Called Life) dreams of making 
it big as a drug-dealer. And with 
the aid of his upper-class girl¬ 
friend Marion (Connelly) and his 
best pal Tyrone (Marlon Wayans 
of Scary Movie), he’s sure he’s 
going to succeed. After all, who 
knows more about drugs than 
users? 

Simultaneously, his widowed, 
lonely mom, Sara (Ellen Burstyn), 
gets a call that she might be a con¬ 
testant on her favorite TV show. 
Oh, no! She has to immediately 
lose a few pounds so she can fit 
into a 20-year-old dress that her 
deceased hubby loved so much. 
How about dieting? No, that won’t 
work. Hey, she has a friend who 
has a relative who went to a doctor 
who prescribes pills that will melt 
the pounds off. 

Before you can spell s-p-e-e-d, 


dildo. But this is the Coney Island 
world of Hubert Selby, Jr.’s novel, 
not the Brighton Beach of Neil 
Simon’s memory. Director Darren 
Aronofsky (Pi) brings this world 
to life with excruciating insight 
and a spectacularly evolved sense 
of the cinematic. 

Sara Goldfarb (Ellen Burstyn) 
is a Brooklyn widow whose only 
son Harry (Jared Leto) is a junkie 
and small-time drug dealer who 
hangs with his friend Tyrone 
(Marion Wayans). Harry and Ty- 


mother and son are on a delirious 
downward spiral to hell. 

What makes this film a must- 
see are the brilliant performances, 
especially by Burstyn, who should 
garner an Oscar nomination. But 
more so, it’s the genius of Aronof¬ 
sky, who transforms the screen in 
such a way that Requiem will grap¬ 
ple with your sensibilities and 
transform your expectations for 
all future film. 

This is a dizzying, poignant, 
exhilarating roller coaster ride 
through life and death that will 
cause many to say, “If the new mil¬ 
lennium needs to crown anyone 
the new American Master of Cin¬ 
ema, Darren’s the boy.” 

Bat time 

Aronofsky, who was college 
roommates with Sandi Dubowski, 
the gay director of the forthcom¬ 
ing Trembling Before G-d, the ulti¬ 
mate Hassidic gay Jew documen¬ 
tary, is currently trying to help his 
pal’s film get a Sundance debut. 
This effort hasn’t infringed on his 
time, so he’s still been able to sign 
a deal to direct the next Batman. 

When asked if he’ll keep the se¬ 
ries homoerotic with outfits still 
having accentuated nipples and 
crotches, he sidesteps the ques¬ 
tion: “I don’t know if Batman is 
going to be the next film. I’m 
going to work on it, but I’m also 
working on an original science- 
fiction film. We’ll see what comes 
along next.” 

“But will there be homos in the 
sci-fi film?” BAR asks. 

“Ummmmmmmm....” Aronof¬ 
sky responds. “The sexuality thing 
in my films I haven’t dealt with 
too well yet, but you know, we’ll 
see how it comes along.” 

Well, after two critically ac¬ 
claimed films, how is the groupie 
situation going? Nowhere, appar¬ 
ently, for Aronofsky: “I think I 
have to make nice little romantic 
comedies to have groupies. People 
are scared of me. They think I’m 
warped and stuff. But if any of 
your readers have straight sisters, 
bring them on!”

desire to “normalize” the uncom¬ 
fortable realities of gender identi¬ 
ty. One doctor gives an eloquent 
mea culpa for his and his col¬ 
leagues’ ignorance of the physical 
and emotional identity needs of 
intersex persons. Kristi and 
Howard recall their bouts of sui¬ 
cidal depression and botched at¬ 
tempts. For Howard, a measure of 
revenge comes from the joke of 
“passing” as a boy. The filmmak¬ 
ers report that one out of every 
2,000 children is born intersex. 

Pecking order 

For something completely dif¬ 
ferent, Ray Rea’s Straightboy 
Lessons gives a down and dirty 
checklist of all the little things 
most of us suspected but were 
afraid to ask about. #3: Yes, there 
is a pecking order among straight 
boys. “I knew, except for Nathan 
and Doug, I could beat up every-. 
body in the class.” 

Genderamas main attraction is 
A Boy Named Sue, filmmaker Julie 
Wyman’s 6-year study of a butch 
dyke following her dream of be¬ 
coming a “big old bi-transman 
with a pussy.” The video gives a 
fascinating account of the evolu¬ 
tion of a strong woman’s resolve 
to become an equally strong guy, 
with reactions from friends and 
lovers along the way. And, oh yes, 
there’s a verse or two of that song. 

The Big Town/Small Town Show 
gives slices of life across a quickly 
changing urban landscape. 
Glimpses of the Woolworth’s that 
dominates the Utica of my child¬ 
hood memories kept popping into 
my head as I viewed Kristen Nu- 
tile’s The Corner Store. Nutile’s 
portrait of Fountain City, Wiscon¬ 
sin focuses on a store that is still 
the heartbeat of Fountain City: 
drugstore, soda fountain, junk 
shop, washateria. In one of few re¬ 
maining river towns in Mark 
Twain country, older folks recall 
with pride memories of a time 
when Fountain City seemed a little 


more important in the scheme of 
things. Resisting the insidious 
creep of suburbia, one old-timer 
cries out, “Just leave us be. We 
don’t want to change anymore.” 

Stephanie De Yo’s Exposure is a 
deliberately conjured nightmare of 
the sights and sounds that greet fe¬ 
males on many a mean street: 
“Hey, you’re cute. I’d like to touch 
you all over. Why you so stuck- 
up?” A short, haunting time spent 
in somebody else’s shoes. Chris 
Metzler and Jeff Springer continue 
the haunted theme with their evo¬ 
cation of the almost-ghost town of 
Bombay Beach, California, a once- 
flourishing desert tourist spot 
southeast of Palm Springs. Bom¬ 
bay Beach lost most its population 
after an inexplicable series of nat¬ 
ural disasters hit the area around 
the Salton Sea. A few longtime res¬ 
idents hang on, finding a way to 
make a living out of things aban¬ 
doned along the path of progress. 
Annie Alvergue’s Nightlight is a 
filmic poem in tribute to the dis¬ 
placed folks who work graveyard 
shifts and are constantly out of 
sync with ordinary social life. 

In The Ultimate Connection 
(Sun., 11/5,3 p.m.), people run into 
their true selves at the most incon¬ 
venient moments. Barry Gilbert’s 
Her Urge finds an intelligent young 
woman falling in love with a punk- 
rocker chick without a clue of how 
to make obsession a viable option 
for living. In Asleep, Steve Parker 
has his HIV-negative character ob¬ 
serve the peaceful sleep of his 
ex-boyfriend, who has reported in¬ 
fecting a new lover. A sleepless 
night is spent pondering the role of 
one’s HIV status in decisions of 
whom to reach out to for love, af¬ 
fection and companionship. ▼

Sara is more inclined to self-de¬ 
struction than her son; she knows 
her life has no second act. After 25 
years of strong performances, 
Burstyn attacks this role with a 
fierceness that is awesome to be¬ 
hold. Her character’s loopiness is, 
at first, amusing. But as she unrav¬ 
els, Sara becomes a truly tragic fig¬ 
ure, both pathetic and heartbreak¬ 
ing. It was an act of great courage 
for Burstyn to take this role and 
run with it, and no actress could 
have done better by this part. 

Requiem for a Dream is a diffi¬ 
cult, uncompromising film. At a 
post-screening Q&A with 
writer/director Aronofsky, he re¬ 


minded the shell-shocked audi¬ 
ence, “You’ll feel better tomorrow. 
I promise.” Here he delivers a 
tragedy on the level of Oedipus, 
while simultaneously providing a 
wonderful object lesson on the 
power of film. His approach is 
startlingly fresh and creative — as 
compelling as his subject is 
off-putting. There can be no deny¬ 
ing that this is a filmmaker with an 
original vision, one that allows 
him to write credible dialogue, di¬ 
rect actors, and compose a motion 
picture that takes an overworked 
subject and makes it jump off the 
screen with horrible power and vi¬ 
tality. T

WPi he Film Arts Foundation has 
if for the past two decades 
m been a kind of Ace Hardware 
for the indie film community — 
one-stop shopping for low-cost 
equipment, practical advice, ad¬ 
vanced classes, and finally a show¬ 
case for the finished product. Not 
all the films in the 16th Annual 
Film Arts Festival of Independent 
Cinema originated with money or 
tender-loving care at 346 9th St., 
but a substantial number did. 
Here’s a sample of the 86 short 
films playing through Sunday at 
the Roxie Cinema. 

The program Hold Me with 
your Robot Hand (Sat. 11/4, 9 
p.m.) starts with the title piece, an 
amazingly concise rocku-mocku- 
mentary that gives a laid-back 
world of geeks their own 11- 
minute version of This Is Spinal 
Tap. Robot Hand's shows how the 
musical ambitions of an aspiring 
punk rocker born without a right 
arm are served by today’s technol¬ 
ogy. Amy Ferraris’ witty instruc¬ 
tional video Viewing Habits gets 
us a step closer to smut by asking 
the question, What would the 
world be like if we learned every¬ 
thing we know by watching 
movies? Ferraris admits that her 


movie template for what her 
teenage self knew about sex was 
Grease. A friend sighs, “No one re¬ 
ally fucks in the movie — they’re 
all like making love!” “Yeah,” ad¬ 
mits Amy, “it’s slow.” 

Smut is now at hand: a four- 
minute collage of Playgirl models 
flashes before our eyes in Stuart 
Gaffney’s My Lovers Aunt’s Porn. 
The adult narrator recalls how 
disappointed his 12-year-old self 
was to realize that the hunky men 
of Playgirl were not looking for 
him, but probably lusted after 
some version of the good Christ¬ 
ian woman. Gaffney notes that in 
the ’70s, the line between straight 
and gay porn was pretty carefully 
drawn, “unlike today, when we 
sometimes find today’s Playgirl 
model in next month’s Blueboy.” 

The program Genderama (Sat., 
11/4, 11 p.m.) ratchets up the 
stakes of the sex wars by finding at 
least three or more sexes to lust 
after or be confused about. In 
XXXY, filmmakers Porter Gale 
and Laleh Soomekh provide a 
moving introduction to the world 
of two people born intersex. Kristi 
and Howard describe the conse¬ 
quences of having your genitals 
“mutilated” by medical profes¬ 
sionals who frankly don’t know 
what they’re doing in their blind 
obedience to society’s unspoken

A s I was interviewing Holly 
Near, a truck with a ship¬ 
ment of her new album 
Edge (Calico Tracks) pulled up to 
her front doorstep and was about 
to unload all of the CDs on her 
front lawn in Ukiah, California. 
“It’s hot off the press as we speak,” 
she told me. “My living room is 
going to be chaos for a while.” 

Edge, the second Holly Near 
CD released in the year 2000 (the 
first was the double-disc compila¬ 
tion Simply Love), might make 
one want to declare this “Near’s 
year.” 

Gregg Shapiro: Please tell me 
about the process of selecting ma¬ 
terial for Simply Love (Calico 
Tracks). 

Holly Near: When Redwood 
Records folded several years ago 
and I got my masters back, I need¬ 
ed to figure out how to reissue 
them, because everything was out 
of print. It became an overwhelm¬ 
ing process because there were 17 
different CDs at the time, and I 
just didn’t feel like I could release 
each one as the original recording 
had been presented. 

So I started looking at all the 
material and seeing if it found its 
way into collections, and it start¬ 
ed to, in a very natural way. It 
seemed very clear that this was a 
woman-identified collection. Not 
all of the songs on it are specifi¬ 
cally lesbian, but they are songs 
that wouldn’t have happened if it 
hadn’t been for lesbian feminism! 
They were clearly the most out¬ 
spoken, women-identified songs. 

And then there were songs that 
were not influenced so much by 
lesbian-feminism, but early dis¬ 
covery of feminism. They didn’t 
seem to fit on the more outspoken 
collection. There were the Latin- 
American collaborations that I 
had done. There was the work I 
had done with Ronnie Gilbert. 
And then there were the world 
view songs. They fell into those 
categories quite easily, actually. 
They all seemed to tell me where 
their home was. The one I wanted 
to do first was the women’s music 
collection. 

So we can expect future compila¬ 
tions along the lines of Simply 
Love? 

Yes. The world view one might 
be called The Great Peace March. 
The one with Ronnie might just 
be called Holly and Ronnie. I start¬ 
ed to realize that it was a body of 
work. When you’re younger, you 
don’t think that way. As you get 
older, you go, “Oh my gosh, I have 
a body of work!” 

It started taking me back to the 
extraordinary music that came 
out of a political movement. This 
music came out of these extraor¬ 
dinarily intelligent activist women 
who were real warriors. It’s hard 
to remember now that when we 
were doing this music, we were re¬ 
vealing secrets. Now nothing’s a 
secret. Everything’s been talked 
about on Oprah. Back then, we 
hadn’t even talked to each other 
much about this stuff. Nobody 
had mentioned breast cancer be¬ 
fore. That was a secret. Nobody 
talked about alcoholism, nobody 
talked about lesbianism. In gay 
bars, they did, but they weren’t 
women-run bars, they were holes- 
in-the-wall. When everybody first 


started doing this music, it was 
very connected with the opening 
up of the radicalism of women, 
and then, also, the gay and lesbian 
movement. 

I went back into the studio in 
the spring of 2000, and recorded 
some of the other songwriters 
who had been part of that time in 
a very profound way. I did a song 
by Alix Dobkin, a song by 
Berniece Reagon, one by Margie 
Adam, Terese Edel. There’s a song 
on there by Ferron, Cris 
Williamson, and of course things I 
wrote with Meg Christian and 
Linda Tillery. It felt to me by 
doing that, it opened it up for 
people to remember that this was 
a much bigger circle of friends. 

In the CD booklet to your new stu¬ 
dio album Edge it says, "Love to 
the people and cultures who in¬ 
spired the songs and the arrange¬ 
ments." 

My music has been very 
touched by other cultures. I don’t 
just do Northern European-based 
music. Working with artists from 
other countries, I know that my 
musical sensibilities have been af¬ 
fected by Latin American music, 
by African-based music, by 
Caribbean-based music, Afro- 
Cuban sounds. The people I want¬ 
ed to work with as musicians quite 
naturally came from different mu¬ 
sical sensibilities. I don’t want to 
take that for granted, I want to be 
grateful for it, because those songs 
are definitely affected by those col¬ 
laborations and those influences 
that have happened over the last 
30 years. 

You cover Cheryl Wheeler's "If It 
Were Up to Me." What is it 
about that song that made you 
want to cover it? 

I was sitting in the audience 
when I heard her [Wheeler] sing 
that, and it brought people to 
their feet. There was such a cry of 
vocal enthusiasm at the end of 
that song, myself included. I was 
just thrown into a response. And 
I’m a rather subdued audience 
member. Sitting there, I thought, 
“I want to sing this song.” Not so 
much because I felt the need to 
sing it, but I wanted more people 
to have a chance to hear it. 

Speaking of covers, you also do a 
rendition of the song "Love Don't 
Need a Reason," which I first 
heard on Michael Callen's Purple 
Heart album. What does the song 
mean to you? 

That song just keeps coming 
around. I sang it with the Seattle 
Men’s Chorus, and I sing it on 
tour, too. It’s funny, because I usu¬ 
ally don’t like to sing songs that — 
I know this sounds funny — that 
don’t teach young listeners good 
grammar! Two songs on this CD 
do that, and I think, “Holly, what’s 
happening to you?” But some¬ 
thing about that song just grabs 
my heart. Michael [Callen] was a 
friend to many people, also to me, 
and there was a desire to keep him 
around a little bit longer. 

One of the ways that we re¬ 
member people when they’re 
gone is to call out their name. I 
know that down in Central Amer¬ 
ica, where there are many people 
who had fallen in the war, in the 
revolution, at gatherings they 
would call out names, and they 
would say presente. Even if these 
people were gone, they were still 
part of it. When we call out each

other’s name or we remember 
each other’s work, we keep each 
other present. Because I knew 
Richard Dworkin, Michael’s lover, 
and I knew he had some of 
Michael’s material, I asked him 
whether it would be okay if I ac¬ 
tually brought Michael’s voice in 
at the top [of the song], so that he 
really could be present. I’m hop¬ 
ing that it will remind people to 
take a listen to Legacy. I’ve put 
Legacy, his [Callen’s] two-CD 
recording, up on my website, so 
that if people want to buy it they 
can get it that way, because it’s 
hard to find. 

There are two back-to-back covers 
that are unexpected choices: Nils¬ 
son's "Think About Your Trou¬ 
bles" and Timbuk 3's "Standard 
White Jesus." 

I’ve sung “Standard White 
Jesus” with my sisters for many 
years, and I think it’s a startling 
lyric. It’s not an explainable song, 
but somehow when it’s all put to¬ 
gether, it really does ask about the 
way Christian religion is used in 
shallow ways. There’s a lot of that 
going on lately, so it seems like a 
good time to raise questions about 
shallow religious argument. I see 
that song in relationship to the 
song “I Ain’t Afraid.” They have to 
do with the ways religions are 
used against people, as opposed to 
the way spirituality is used for 
people. The uplifting myth of a 
spiritual belief system, faith and 
trust vs. the kind of oppression 
that can go along with religion if 
it’s abused. 

As for the Harry Nilsson song, 
I have always loved The Point, and 
I never knew why people didn’t 
sing more of the songs from that 
show. I’ve been doing “Think 
About Your Troubles” in my con¬ 
cert for a while, and I wanted 
there to be some songs that were 
light and humorous. That song, 
along with “Uh Huh” and “(When 
Do We) Rest,” brought a kind of 
humor to the collection that I 
wanted. 

Were the new songs written at the 
same time? 

I gave myself a year off for my 
50th birthday in 1999. After that 
year was over, I began to write. All 
of the new songs came during that 
post-sabbatical time, and then I 
went in and recorded them. I 
haven’t worked them very long. 
Sometimes it makes sense to take 
material out for a couple of years 
and work it. I just felt like I hadn’t 
recorded a solo album of my own 
material in years. I’ve been in col¬ 
laborations with people, and I’ve 
done CDs where I did previously 
recorded material. I haven’t done a 
new-material, solo Holly record¬ 
ing in a very long time, maybe 10 
years or so. I felt ready. T

ill II ichael Tilson Thomas may 
|U| be on hiatus from his du- 
IWS ties as working conductor 
of the San Francisco Symphony 
until the week after Thanksgiving, 
but that does not mean interesting 
musical events have stopped at 
Davies Hall. On the contrary, 
things have been quite lively in his 
absence thus far. 

Recent weeks have brought 
two very different guest conduc¬ 
tors to the podium, and while I 
found it easy to favor one set of 
concerts over the other, audiences 
seem to have been unanimous in 
their approval of both leaders and 
their strongly contrasted reper¬ 
toire. 

Last week, Donald Runnicles 
made his fifth trek across Grove 
Street to Louise M. Davies from 
his acclaimed home at the War 
Memorial Opera House, where he 
has been Music Director since 
1992. Previously with the SFS, his 
gift for theatrical nuance has been 
featured in large-scale choral 
works like Benjamin Britten’s War 
Requiem for his debut in 1995, 
and Edward Elgar’s Dream of 
Gerontius last January. 

Runnicles gave the men of the 
San Francisco Symphony Chorus 
a break this time, using only 
women’s voices (and sparingly) 
for a wordless contribution to the 
final pages of Gustav Holst’s 
beloved concert suite, The Planets. 
The familiar tunes and bombastic 
orchestral effects of the Holst are 
arguably what most patrons will 
remember from the program, but 
the relatively brief and ecstatic 
concert opener is what really 
showed the conductor’s sensitivity 
and control. 

Olivier Messiaen’s mystical ru¬ 
minations and daring musical 
forms will never find the same 
popularity as Holst’s most famous 
work, but he too had a wonderful 
gift for orchestration, and his 
often theologically-inspired scores 
can be surprisingly accessible. 

Les Offrandes oubliees (“The 
Forgotten Offerings”) from 1930 
is one of the composer’s most 
concise utterances, but it manages 
to say a lot to great effect during 
its brief duration. Runnicles led 
his deeply focused players through 
a very beautiful performance that 
managed to convey all of the 
piece’s impact. The anguished 
opening section, “La Croix” (“The 
Cross”), the tense central part, “Le 
Peche” (“Sin”), and the hushed 
closing “L’Eucharistie” (“The Eu¬ 
charist”) combined to make an in¬ 
delible impression. 

French-Canadian pianist Louis 
Lortie was left with a tough act to 
follow, though his choice of 
Mozart’s charming Piano Concer¬ 
to No. 13 in C major proved a per¬ 
fect tonic to Messiaen’s “sym¬ 
phonic meditation.” Lortie’s ele¬ 
gant articulation and willingness 
to savor lyrical passages created a 
pleasing if somewhat understated 
close to the first half of the bill. 

That was probably for the best, 
because the evening concluded 
with an all-stops-out traversal of 
The Planets. Too long for a pops 
concert and just a tad unsuited to 
a serious symphonic program, the 
perennial favorite nonetheless 
shows the mettle of any orchestra, 
and it would take a heart of stone 
to withstand some of the plea¬ 
sures offered up in the seven sub¬ 
stantial sections. 

Runnicles opted for a very

straightforward rendition, giving 
full force to the brass when called 
for (rather often) and little subtle¬ 
ty to some of the more whimsical 
passages. The big Elgarian 
melodies gushed forth, and the 
strings sounded bold, if not rich. 
The whole effect was even more 
episodic than intended, but every¬ 
one seemed to be having a grand 
time, and the audience loved it. 
The closing Neptune employed 
the Women of the SFS Chorus off¬ 
stage. Their contribution was 
lovely, fading magically as they 
moved farther and farther away. 
The connection to the sirens of 
Debussy’s Three Nocturnes was 


suitably pronounced, and the long 
evening ended on a wonderfully 
soothing note. 

Back to impress 

The week before was even 
more impressive. British conduc¬ 
tor Mark Wigglesworth made his 
second visit to San Francisco since 
1996 with another Shostakovich 
symphony, the Tenth (he debuted 
here with the Seventh), some 
Haydn, and the gorgeous Four Sea 
Interludes from Benjamin Brit¬ 
ten’s opera Peter Grimes. 

James Keller’s informative pro¬ 
gram notes rightfully call Haydn’s 
Symphony No. 74 in E-flat major 
a concert rarity that would proba¬ 
bly get more hearings if it had a 
nickname like some of the more 
famous works. Still, like almost all 
Haydn, it’s a charmer crammed in 
that vast portfolio of heavenly wit 
and invention. It might not have 
been the best choice for a program 
that would prove somewhat over- 
long, but you will never hear me 
complain at the chance to hear the 
master in live performance. 

Britten’s Interludes turned out 
to be a real crowd-pleaser, and they 
were played eloquently with gen¬ 
uine emotional involvement. Wig¬ 
glesworth teased the contours more 
than was absolutely necessary, but 
that only heightened the orchestra 
suite’s operatic pedigree. What a

HI pparently no one ever told 

% Savion Glover not to look at 
£ ” 1 his feet while he danced. Ei¬ 
ther fascinated by the pyrotech¬ 
nics of his own footwork or un¬ 
able to make his feet do their stuff 
without a visual crutch, Glover is 
often a closed unit that doesn’t 
leave much of an opening for the 
audience. 

In Foot Notes, the dance con¬ 
cert that the 26-year-old wun- 
derkind is headlining at the Gold¬ 
en Gate Theatre, Glover spends a 
good portion of his time on stage 
not only hunkered down, but with 
his back to the audience. Like 
Miles Davis, who seemed to play 
only for himself, Glover must look 
at himself as a jazz musician for 
whom the audience is an after¬ 
thought. 

There is undeniable talent in 
what Glover does, even if he 
sometimes looks like a scarecrow 
afflicted by a case of St. Vitus’ 
Dance. He taps furiously, jamming 
with the various musicians in the 
onstage four-piece band, though 
sometimes these apparent impro¬ 
visations are awkwardly out of 
sync. You could say that Savion 
Glover manifests the anti-elegant 
movement in tap. 

For showmanship, you must 
look to other members of the Foot 
Notes company. Veteran hoofer 
Jimmy Slyde, in his marceled hel¬ 
met of white hair, is a delightful 
old ham who clearly enjoys con¬ 
necting with the audience. Incor¬ 
porating his trademark slides into 
his tapping, a kind of precursor to 
Michael Jackson’s moonwalk, 
Slyde makes the most of his too- 
brief time upon the stage.

Dianne Walker displays a ma¬ 
ture lyrical grace in her showcase, 
while 11-year-old Cartier 
Williams demonstrates a talent 
that goes beyond prodigal tech¬ 
nique. If Williams stays on stage 
longer than his developing talents 
warrant, perhaps he was helping 
to fill the time caused by the ab¬ 
sence of 87-year-old “Buster” 
Brown. 

A spokesman for the show did¬ 
n’t know if the ailing Brown 
would be able to return to the 
show during its San Francisco run. 
Even sight unseen, he was missed 
on opening night for the further 
balance he would have provided 
to Glover’s diffident talents. 

Glover called the elders on 
stage his “teachers and mentors,” 
but there is little evidence that he 
has learned much from them 
about making the audience his 
dance partner. T

SF Opera season on disc, part II

y' H g? e’ll discuss the last three 
l||fl|f operas of the 2000-2001 
W 1 San Francisco Opera sea¬ 
son next summer when they “cel¬ 
ebrate” Verdi’s death centenary, al¬ 
though surely I am not the only 
person who considers celebrating 
a composer’s death to be “unclear 
on the concept?” (It’s called “mar¬ 
keting,” possums.) 

Right now, I want to suggest 
compact disc recordings of the 
final operas in the 2000 part of 
SFO’s wildly eclectic and uneven 
season. And because there are only 
three left, I have room for a little 
gossip. Yes, your strict, elitist oper¬ 
atic dominatrix simply adores dish. 



Semeie (Handel) — And talk 
about dish! There is only one great 
recording of this relatively ob¬ 
scure, 1743 mythological comedy, 
and luckily for us, it is one of the 
most splendid Handel recordings 
ever made. Even if you think you 
hate baroque music, the ravishing 
singing on this inspired perfor¬ 
mance led by John Nelson and the 
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Dead Man redux

S even years ago, San Francisco Opera presented its first pro¬ 
duction of Verdi’s rare, wonderful I Vespri Siciliani, conduct¬ 
ed by Charles Mackerras. The opening night was something 
of a shambles, but I kept going back, on the grounds that I was un¬ 
likely to hear the piece again. The final performance proved incen¬ 
diary. When I asked Sir Charles about it, he fixed me with a beady 
eye and drawled, “Well, my dear, we’ve had eight full rehearsals, 
haven’t we?” 

I remembered that exchange last Saturday afternoon when I 
heard a repeat of Jake Heggie’s Dead Man Walking with its so-called 
“second cast,” which out-sang and out-emoted the world premiere 
cast that 1 had found chilly and unconvincing. There is a lot to be 
said for the European custom of inviting critics to dress rehearsals. 
I had to write four reviews after hearing only one performance, and 
in my BAR critique I even made a factual error. Conductor Patrick 
Summers gently pointed out that there was music for the rape and 
murder scene; in my haste. I’d left out the crucial word “vocal.” 

So after this second hearing, with a better cast and a much-re¬ 
hearsed production, did I change my original opinion? No, but I 
did re-balance it. After the first performance, I was so outraged by 
the manipulative, non-musical execution of Joe de Rocher, espe¬ 
cially as we had been repeatedly told the opera was nor about cap¬ 
ital punishment, that it colored how I heard the piece as a whole. I 
hated the ending even more the second time, though the sci-fi bur¬ 
bles that accompany it seem to have been modified. I could be 
wrong and, even if I were right, SFO would never admit it, they are 
so touchy about sound effects. 

I still think the opera should end, operatically, with that mag¬ 
nificent choral ensemble as Joe goes to his death. This is genuine, 
thrilling, operatic vocal writing that is cheapened by the egregious 
execution. Sadly, I must report that almost everybody I talked to 
thought the execution was “the best scene in the opera,” even 
though it hasn’t any music. 

Joe’s death penalty hearing is another brilliantly constructed op¬ 
eratic sequence; don’t let anybody tell you Heggie writes “movie 
music.” It starts with Joe’s mother (the incomparable Frederica von 
Stade) speaking hesitantly into the mic, and ends with a full-blown 
ensemble for her, Sister Helen and the bereaved parents. This is the 
scene I meant when I said Heggie had a genius for “domestic” de¬ 
tails. That was not an insult, as some people seemed to think, but 
admiration for his skill at reaching the heart in tiny, telling strokes 
that add up with cumulative impact. 

As for Kristine Jepson (Sister Helen) and Teddy Tahu Rhodes 
(Joe), if they couldn’t solve the opera’s second main problem (after 
that manipulative execution) — the big confession and redemp¬ 
tion scene — here you have to blame Heggie. If it were sung to non¬ 
sense syllables, it would have no impact at all because it is Terrence 
McNally’s horrific, emotionally-charged text that rises, while the 
music remains stubbornly earthbound. But it is also Heggie s first 
opera; Beethoven’s Fidelio was completely re-written three times, 
and it still doesn’t entirely work. 

Jepson and Rhodes do. She hasn’t Susan Graham s refulgent 
mezzo, but more important, she has Sister Helen’s humor, passion 
and possibly foolish single-mindedness. (Anyone who followed this 
story before Tim Robbins made his movie knows that the initial 
criticism of Sister Helen was that she really didn’t care about the 
victims, only about “her” killers, She has since modified her posi¬ 
tion radically.) 

The blond Kiwi Rhodes is god-like; he makes Rodney Gilfry 
look like an ordinary working stiff. Yet he has a touching vulnera¬ 
bility that opening night’s John Packard lacked — or wasn’t able to 
project at the premiere. Best of all, Rhodes has a big, brawny, secure 
baritone that never got lost in Heggie’s sometimes percussive tex¬ 
tures. It’s a major international voice, and I hope the next time I 
hear it, he will be singing the beautiful, doomed Billy Budd. ▼ 


English Chamber Orchestra will 
bring you to your knees (Deutsche 
Grammophon; three discs). 

The dish is about the cover art. 
The album’s release was held up 
for months because Kathleen Bat¬ 
tle (Semeie) did not like the posi¬ 
tioning of her breasts on the sexy 
cover photo. Her agents went back 
and forth with DG about it, and 
eventually several absurd faxes 
found their way into public con¬ 
sciousness. When you see the re¬ 
touched photo, you will discover 
that Tiny Kathy has evolved into 
an elongated Barbie Doll with 
breasts somewhere around an or¬ 
dinary woman’s navel. 

Everybody knows that Battle 
(who was dumped by the Metro¬ 
politan Opera for insubordina¬ 
tion) was a demanding colleague, 
but like baseball’s Roger Clemens, 
she had such a nasty fastball that 
it just didn’t matter if she was a 
horse’s rear-end some of the time. 

On this recording, the best she 
ever made, Battle delivers the col¬ 
oratura goods at the speed of 
light, with elegant phrasing, 
“screw you” attitude, and (perhaps 
unintentional) hilarity as the 
self-regarding Semeie sings the 
funniest baroque aria ever writ¬ 
ten: “Myself I shall adore.” Sup¬ 
porting Battle are Marilyn Horne 
(Juno), Sam Ramey (Cadmus) 
and John Aler (Jupiter). Nov. 1,4, 
7,10,15,19,22,25. 

Der Rosenkavalier (Strauss) — I 
don’t think I’ve ever met a 
Rosenkavalier recording I didn’t like 
(well, maybe Edo de Waart’s, now 
out of print). I have all the videos 
and most of the CDs. As little as I 
usually enjoy the late Sir Georg 
Solti, his performance with Regine 
Crespin and the Vienna Phil is close 
to the top of my list (Decca; three 
discs), as is Bernard Haitink’s au¬ 
tumnal reading with the Dresden 
Staatskapelle (where the opera was 
premiered in 1911) and Kiri Te 
Kanawa (EMI Classics; three discs). 

But my favorite Rosenkavalier 
conductor is (who else?) Herbert 
von Karajan. You can sample him 
with the Philharmonia, Elisabeth 
Schwarzkopf and Christa Ludwig 
(EMI; three discs); on video from 
Salzburg with Schwarzkopf and 
Sena Jurinac as a busty Octavian 
(the divine Sena in bright red lip¬ 
stick and satin pants turned many 
a budding Sappho into a raging 
lesbian); or on several pirated 
discs with shuffled casts, my fa¬ 
vorite of which is Salzburg in 1960 
with the Vienna Phil, Lisa della 



Casa as a vulnerable Marschallin 
and Sena again (Hunt or Melo- 
dram; three discs). Possibly not 
the greatest sound, but the sex is 
endless and exhausting. 

If you want an old-fashioned, 
gemiitlich performance in pretty 
good sound for 1954, Decca has 
just re-released its classic Erich 
Kleiber/Vienna Phil performance. 
Sena is Octavian again — she actu¬ 
ally sang a heavenly Marschallin at 
SFO in 1971, but nobody thought 
to record it — plus the booming 
bass of Ludwig Weber’s formidable 
Baron Ochs. Lots of people don’t 
like Maria Reining’s Marschallin — 
even Decca’s program notes deni¬ 
grate her — but if you overlook a 
slightly hard top, her text reading, 
her warmth and her grown-up de¬ 
tachment make her a nearly ideal 
“older woman,” with none of the 
self-pity of Schwarzkopf’s admit¬ 
tedly glamorous interpretation 
(Decca; three discs). Nov. 17, 20, 
24,29, Dec. 2,5,7,10. 

Die Zauberflote (Mozart) — 
This is another opera for which I 
have a single CD recommenda¬ 
tion, not because there aren’t 


dozens of others available — lots 
of cold, swift period-instrument 
travesties — but because this one, 
now 36 years old, is simply the 
best, the most beautiful, the most 
spiritual, the most musical. De¬ 
spite the fact that people take chil¬ 
dren to hear The Magic Flute, it re¬ 
ally is an elevated piece of music, 
and only old, crotchety Otto 
Klemperer and the Philharmonia 
get it right (EMI Great Recordings 
of the Century; two discs). 

Klemperer’s cast is to die for; 
we’ve certainly never heard their 
like at SFO. The radiant, silvery 
soprano of Gundula Janowitz 
(Pamina) matches the elegant 
virility of Nicolai Gedda (Tam¬ 
ing). The late Lucia Popp sparkles, 
glitters and is deadly serious as the 
Queen of the Night, while Gottlob 
Frick is an eloquent Sarastro. 

What keeps this recording 
from making most “best” lists is 
the complete absence of 
Schikaneder’s spoken dialogue. It 
is simply one glorious musical 
number after another; only an 
anal-retentive purist would object. 
Nov. 28, Dec. 1, 3,6, 9. T

the Dietrich/Katz relationship 
from becoming public and to help 
Otto Preminger and his family es¬ 
cape the Nazis by coming to 
America. 

Bankhead’s understudy in The 
Skin of Our Teeth was Lizabeth 
Scott, who in the late ’40s became 
Paramount’s answer to Warners’ 
Lauren Bacall. In 1955, the infa¬ 
mous Confidential Magazine im¬ 
plied Scott was a lesbian, and her 
screen career soon ended. (Unfor¬ 
tunately, Scott refused to talk to 
McLellan.) Curiously, when Con¬ 
fidential wrote a similar story 
about Dietrich, she ignored it, safe 
behind her married woman, 
glamorous grandmother, and war 
heroine reputation. The story did 
her no professional harm. 

Others appearing in this fasci¬ 
nating chronicle include Dolores 
Del Rio, Natacha Rambova 
(Valentino’s second wife), Lilyan 
Tashman, Elsie de Wolfe, Kay 
Francis, Libby Holman, Katherine 
Cornell, and anarchist Emma 
Goldman. 

Unlike their working- and 
middle-class sisters, who defined 
themselves as lesbians and often 
assumed “butch/femme” roles, 
copying heterosexual models, 
Garbo, Dietrich, Bankhead, de 
Acosta, et al. refused such labels, 
keeping their options open. They 
often passed girlfriends around. 
When Dietrich learned of de 
Acosta’s passionate affair with 
Ona Munson (Belle Watling in 
Gone With The Wind), she won¬ 
dered why the writer hadn’t intro¬ 
duced them, and soon began pur¬ 
suing her. 

Generally, McLellan’s sources 
are reliable: letters, telegrams, and 
diaries, and the FBI’s extensive, 
heavily redacted Dietrich files. She 
interviewed confidantes like 
openly lesbian comedienne Patsy 
Kelly, who lived with Bankhead 
for years. Sometimes, inevitably, 
she relies on secondary material. 

However, she uncritically ac¬ 
cepts Confidential assertion that 
Dietrich financed one-time lover 
Frederique Baule’s lesbian bars in 
Paris. Nor does she verify or ques¬ 
tion Bankhead’s claim to have se¬ 
duced Barbara Stanwyck and Joan 
Crawford. (Surprisingly, McLellan 
is silent on the supposed affair be¬ 
tween Dietrich and Claudette Col¬ 
bert.) 

These are, however, small 
caveats about a gracefully written, 
nonjudgmental account of inter¬ 
connecting lives and relationships 
long rumored, inconsistently doc¬ 
umented, but now cohesively pre¬ 
sented and discussed with candor 
and sympathy. ▼

them. This, despite lovers and 
friends of both sexes in common, 
nearly two decades of stardom for 
Garbo, and 15 years of acclaim for 
Dietrich before that meeting. 
McLellan documents that they 
were lying. They knew each other 
and made a film together before 
either became famous. And al¬ 
though the evidence is circum¬ 
stantial, she concludes they had an 
affair that left Garbo emotionally 
devastated, increasing her already 
significant paranoia. 

As proof, McLellan reproduces 
stills from G.W. Pabst’s The Joyless 
Street { 1925). Garbo’s appearance 
in this film, shot in Berlin, has 
long been acknowledged. Some 
movie historians (David Ship- 
man, David Thomson) also cite it 
as an early, minor, Dietrich credit, 
something she vigorously denied. 
But McLellan shows that Dietrich 
(unbilled) had a key role in it, in¬ 
cluding intimate scenes with 
Garbo. 

Habitual liar 

Dietrich habitually lied about 
her early film career. For years she 
insisted her first movie was Joseph 
von Sternberg’s The Blue Angel 
(1930), which made her an inter¬ 
national star. Admiring re¬ 
searchers, however, revealed the 
truth. She had roles big and small 
in many German silent films, and 
was a well-known stage and 
cabaret performer. Dietrich’s ob¬ 
fuscation about her past was aided 
by having dramatically changed 
her appearance by the time of The 
Blue Angel. In many of her earlier 
movies, she is raven-haired, not 


I n The Girls: Sappho Goes To 
Hollywood (LA Weekly 
Books/St. Martin’s Press, 
$26.95), Diana McLellan recreates 
the network of legendary lesbian 
or bisexual screen and stage stars 
who influenced popular culture in 
America and Europe during the 
first half of the 20th century. This 
remarkable book is enjoyable at 
many levels, from splendid gossip 
to a social history of women who 
lived in large, comfortable, 
inter-connecting closets, and 
thrived, refusing to limit their 
choices in life. 

Although circumspect in pub¬ 
lic, they rejected the traditional 
rules governing their gender. For 
example, Alla Nazimova, the 
pre-World War I stage star, ac¬ 
claimed for performances in plays 
by Ibsen and Chekhov, had an in¬ 
tense affair with Eva Le Gallienne, 
another legendary theatre actress. 
Both had affairs with writer Mer¬ 
cedes de Acosta. She, in turn, was 
the on-again/off-again lover of 
Marlene Dietrich and Greta 
Garbo. It was de Acosta who per¬ 
suaded Dietrich to wear pants in 
public, considered daring and sus¬ 
pect at the time. Soon many ac¬ 
tresses, regardless of sexual orien¬ 
tation, followed her example. 

The most sensational story re¬ 
constructed by veteran journalist 
McLellan concerns two of Holly¬ 
wood’s greatest icons: Garbo and 
Dietrich. The divas insisted their 
only meeting occurred in 1945, 
when Orson Welles introduced

' Why and how did they main¬ 
tain the fiction of not having met 
before 1945? Garbo feared any gos¬ 
sip about herself when Paramount 
Studios brought Dietrich to Holly¬ 
wood in 1930, a few years after she 
had become a star at MGM. Garbo 
inevitably ended friendships if in¬ 
timates discussed her with others 
or the press. Her lover and profes¬ 
sional guru, actress/writer Salka 
Viertel, proved instrumental in 
keeping Dietrich quiet. 

Viertel had met Dietrich in 
Berlin and knew of her intense af¬ 
fair with the mysterious Otto 
Katz. The Czech-born, staunch 
anti-Nazi Katz may have been Di¬ 
etrich’s sole legal husband and fa¬ 
ther of her only child, Maria Riva. 
In the ’30s, belief that Stalin’s Rus¬ 
sia was the best answer to the hor¬ 
rors of Hitler’s Germany was 
prevalent. The Communist Katz 
raised considerable sums from Di¬ 
etrich and her Hollywood friends 
in the fight against Fascism. 
McLellan concludes, logically, that 
Viertel warned Dietrich that if she 
told any tales about Garbo — 
even about their having worked 
together — her own secrets would 
be revealed. Dietrich agreed, fear¬ 
ing Paramount would invoke the 
standard morals clause in her con¬ 
tract and ruin her. (Dietrich in¬ 
sisted Rudolph Sieber was her 
husband and her daughter’s fa¬ 
ther. But, during a tax dispute 
with the IRS, her attorneys failed 
to provide documentation of the 
marriage.) 

Hollywood calls 

A third legend appears in this 
story: Tallulah Bankhead. As sexu¬ 
ally open and aggressive as Diet- 
rich, Bankhead pursued Garbo, 
her obsession, without success. 
Born in 1902 to a prominent po¬ 
litical family in Alabama (her fa¬ 
ther became Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, her grandfa¬ 
ther was a Senator), Bankhead be¬ 
came a star on the London stage, 
where hundreds of young girls 
made their romantic infatuation 
with her the talk of the city. In 
1931, Paramount summoned her 
to Hollywood. She made a few un¬ 
successful movies, had affairs with 
men and women (possibly with 
Dietrich, with whom she became 
friends for life), and returned to 
Broadway, finding true stardom in 
Lillian Heilman’s The Little Foxes 
and Thornton Wilder’s The Skin of 
Our Teeth. She occasionally re¬ 
turned to movies, notably in Al¬ 
fred Hitchcock’s Lifeboat (1944), 
winning the New York Film Crit¬ 
ics Best Actress award. She used 
her political connections to keep 


blonde. Nor was she pho¬ 
tographed in them the way von 
Sternberg presented her. The dif¬ 
ferences in how she looked are 
enormous — the later, soigne Di¬ 
etrich is barely recognizable in the 
early, ordinary-looking actress. 

At the time of The Joyless 
Street, 23-year-old Dietrich, cul¬ 
tured, reared in a comfortable, 
haute bourgeoisie family in 
Berlin, had come of age and 
thrived in that city’s era of “any¬ 
thing goes” sexual mores. In con¬ 
trast, the poorly educated Garbo 
was born into a conservative 
labor/peasant household in Swe¬ 
den. She was naive and only 19 
when Dietrich met her. 

After filming The Joyless Street, 
Dietrich made disparaging re¬ 
marks about the most intimate 
parts of Garbo’s body and hy¬ 
giene, things she probably learned 
first-hand. Given how sexually ra¬ 
pacious Dietrich was, McLellan’s 
circumstantial case for an affair 
between the two women is com¬ 
pelling. So is her assertion that 
Garbo never forgave Dietrich’s be¬ 
trayal. 
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wood by director Nicholas Ray. 

Anderson and Lambert are 
products of the English Public 
School system; they both create 
interesting lives for themselves 
and end up working with many 
famous and accomplished actors, 
writers, and directors. Lambert 
follows his muse and leaves Hol¬ 
lywood to live in Tangiers for 15 
years, where he takes a Moroccan 
lover. And because his choices are 
more true to the dictates of his 
soul, Lambert comes across as a 
man at peace with himself. The 
closeted Anderson, who becomes 
his own worst enemy, manages to 
offend those who could help his 
career and, in the process, squan¬ 
ders great potential. His love life 
consists of a series of unrequited 
crushes on married, heterosexual 
actors. He dies bitter and unful¬ 
filled, both artistically and per¬ 
sonally. 

Lambert’s dry but highly intelli¬ 
gent biography is most notable for 
what it reveals about others. Re¬ 
putedly heterosexual Hollywood 
director Nicholas Ray seduces 
Lambert in London. He then flies 
Lambert to Hollywood, where he 
puts him on the studio payroll as a 
writer and carries on an affair with 
him for years. Lambert’s descrip¬ 
tion of his on-and-off years with 
Ray should be quite a revelation to 
most cineastes, but there are other 
delights. 

Ray gave Lambert a “lecture on 
the need to disguise my homosex¬ 
uality in Hollywood. A butch 
handshake, he said, is very impor¬ 
tant, then demonstrated a 
bone-crushing one, and gave his 
startling smile.” Lindsay Anderson

opines regarding Arthur Miller’s 
After the Fall:" I never got through 
the script. It was one of those very 
heavy ones. Let’s face it [he’s] a 
bore. Says some quite interesting 
things but at such length one can’t 
be bothered to listen.” Anderson, 
who directs WHAM! In China, a 
1985 documentary on the first 
rock act to tour China, describes 
George Michael as “an inflated ego 
with no interest in anything ex¬ 
cept his own reality.” Anderson 
defines Gina Lollobrigida as “an 
authentic monstre, devotedly 
self-obsessed.” 

Observations like these, and 
glimpses into Anderson’s relation¬ 
ships with Rachael Roberts, Alan 
Bates, Malcolm McDowell, Joan 
Plowright, and others make up for 
the relative obscurity of both the 
author and his subjects. A curious 
and terribly British memoir, 
Mainly About Lindsay Anderson is 
also compelling in its frank and 
nonjudgmental presentation of a 
life spent in the closet and the 
high price one man pays for that 
choice. T

The 
owners of Polanco have hand-se¬ 
lected distinctive objects directly 
from artists’ studios in Mexico, an 
impressive collection of works on 
display from Michoacan (ceram¬ 
ics from the De La Cruz family, 
padrey hijos ), Oaxaca (Carlomag- 
no Pedro’s gorgeous black clay 
sculptures), and Mexico (papier- 
mache figures from Cesar Duran- 
ton).

The Limits of Justice by John 
Morgan Wilson; Doubleday, 
$22.95 

T he arrival of a new Benjamin 
Justice is cause for rejoicing 
in any household, since a su¬ 
perbly written mystery is worth its 
weight and more in gold. The 
Limits of Justice is John Morgan 
Wilson’s fourth novel in the series, 
and it is extraordinary, a worthy 
successor to a noble line. 

In her recent article in the 
Lambda Book Report “Some 
Notes on Mystery Writing,” J. M. 
Redman ( Lost Daughters ), no 
slouch in the mystery line herself, 
urges writers to create characters 
who are “messy, mixed-up peo¬ 
ple,” just like we are. Wilson’s hero, 
Benjamin Justice, is as mixed up as 
anyone you’ll ever meet, but that 
doesn’t stop you from caring 
about him. After all, his messed- 
up life doesn’t stop him from 
doing the right thing, it just slows 
him down sometimes. 

The horrific climax of Justice at 
Risk left Ben in the throes of his 
worst nightmare. He had been 
raped by a brutal thug with AIDS, 
and he was waiting to hear 
whether he had been infected. 
Some months have passed when 
The Limits of Justice begins, and 
Ben has reacted to his confirmed 


HIV-positive status by cutting 
himself off from his friends and 
drowning himself, or at least try¬ 
ing to, in tequila. He spends his 
conscious moments, and there 
aren’t many, planning suicide. The 
arrival at his door of a perky 
woman is the very last thing he 
wishes, but her offer of a $25,000 
advance breaks through his stu¬ 
por, and he agrees to talk with 
Charlotte Preston. 

Charlotte doesn’t want much, 
just a celebrity bio that will de¬ 
stroy the writer who in turn de¬ 
stroyed the posthumous reputa¬ 
tion of her father. Ben agrees, but 
as quickly as he deposits her 
check, she calls in a panic to can¬ 
cel the new book. When she’s 


found dead, an apparent suicide, 
Ben’s basic decency breaks 
through his depression, and he 
knows he has to find out what 
happened to Charlotte and the 
truth about her father. 

Wilson is an extraordinary sto¬ 
ryteller, and the plot alone is rea¬ 
son to recommend The Limits of 
Justice. This is a book that you will 
not be able to put down, with 
enough twists and turns to keep 
you guessing all the way through. 
His characters are the reason why 
this book belongs on everyone’s 
must-read list. The main charac¬ 
ters are exquisitely complete and 
utterly believable. The minor 
characters are drawn with as 
much care and stunning detail. 
Wilson explores the day-to-day 
horrors of street hustlers with 
compassion, but never with senti¬ 
mentality. The Limits of Justice is 
the best mystery I’ve read in years, 
riveting and absolutely unforget¬ 
table. ▼ 


Of queens and England

Mainly About Lindsay Anderson 
by Gavin Lambert; Knopf, $29.95 

B ritish author and screen¬ 
writer Gavin Lambert writes 
the biography of his friend, 
director Lindsay Anderson, by 
telling the story of their lifelong 
friendship. This, inevitably, results 


in autobiography as well, with 
Lambert revealing himself as an 
openly gay writer forced to deal 
with Anderson’s deeply conflicted 
homosexuality. The late Anderson 
represses his homosexuality, with 
little success, for most of his life. 
Despite the delicious celebrity dirt 
sprinkled throughout the book, 
both the author and his subject 
will remain obscure figures to 
Americans who are not serious 


students of film. 

Anderson directed many plays 
in London and helped establish 
the Royal Court Theater, but his 
cinematic career included only six 
major films. This Sporting Life, 
If.., and O Lucky Man! are the 
ones Americans are most likely to 
know. Lambert served as screen¬ 
writer on Inside Daisy Clover and 
is the author of several biogra¬ 
phies.

These guys are as hard-bodied and 
tough as they come in Hollywood, yet 
far from being wooden — especially 
Woody! — they’re capable of em¬ 
pathizing with other human beings, 
not just robots. They make masculin¬ 
ity respectable. 

For these guys, a play by butch 
straight male playwright Sam Shep¬ 
ard is the perfect vehicle in which to 
express their sensitive natures, which 
is why I’m so enthused about the 
opening on November 14 (with pre¬ 
views starting this Thursday, Novem¬ 
ber 7) of Shepard’s new play, The Late 
Henry Moss. 

As with his earlier masterpiece, 
True West, Shepard sets this latest 
work in the mythic terrain of the 
American West, where a couple of 
long-estranged brothers (Nolte’s Earl 
Ross and Penn’s Ray Moss) meet and 
confront each other and their violent 
past. They return to the adobe casa of 
their larger-than-life father (James 
Gammon), where, of course, they get 
all hot and bothered over old issues, 
including the mystery of Henry Moss’s 
death. In the process of feuding, they 
encounter a menudo-cooking neigh¬ 
bor (Cheech Marin, of “Cheech and 
Chong” fame), a rhumba-dancing girl¬ 
friend with mystical powers (Sheila 
Tousey) and a garrulous taxi driver 
(Harrelson). 

With all that soft-core butchness 
on one stage (thanks, Tousey, for the 
hard-core feminine relief!), one sup¬ 
poses things could get overly tender, a- 
la Alan Alda, but the genius of Sam 
Shepard is keeping his males soft while 
they’re raging hard. T

The record total 
amount also included 
some $24,615 to the 
Sisters of Perpetual In¬ 
dulgence, $36,450 to 
the beverage booth vendors, and 
donations to the LA&M, 
Carmichael School, SF Firefight¬ 
ers’ Christmas Toys Program, SF 
Police Officers Fund and the Vil¬ 
lage of St. Joseph. 

Tears of joy and gratitude were 
seen among the enthusiastic on¬ 
lookers packing the place, along 
with loud cheers as each amount 
was announced. 

Not only was the event an oc¬ 
casion to share good fortune, but 
it was an evening to introduce 
four new members of the Board of 
Directors, namely Jim Constan¬ 
tine, Thomas Pscheidt, Demetri 
Moshoyannis and Bill Worthen. 

After the entire board was in¬ 
troduced, it was announced that 
Bob Goldfarb had been elected 


the new president of the board. 
The new vice president is Scott 
Hrudicka, Tom Pscheidt is the 
treasurer and Leif Wauters contin¬ 
ues as the Secretary. 

It was one of the leather 
community’s finest hours, not 
only for San Francisco but 
for the hundreds of 
thousands of leather 
people who came to San 
Francisco for the Dore 
Alley Fair in July and the 
Folsom Street Fair in 
September. Police of¬ 
ficials estimate almost 
400,000 people at¬ 
tended Folsom, the leather na¬ 
tion’s biggest party, and from this 
accounting, it is obvious they are 
the most generous of all groups.

By working 
cooperatively with a wonderful 
group of directors, both fairs 
came off smoothly and with a 
minimum of problems. Thanks to 
all you volunteers, this year’s total 
exceeded last year’s by $50,000. 

Oh, and in case you were wor¬ 
ried Paul would disappear now 
that his time is served, don’t fret. 
Paul will still serve as a volunteer 
for next year’s event. It’s in his 
blood — an addiction! He can now 
relax and enjoy the event more 
than he has in past several years.

perfect modern masterpiece Peter 
Grimes is, and how welcome it is to 
hear Britten in Davies Hall. 

The second half of the pro¬ 
gram was given to Shostakovich’s 
Symphony No. 10 in E minor. 
Written in the aftermath of Stal¬ 
in’s death, the tortured composer 
made one of his most personal 
public statements outside of the 
intimate string quartets. It is also 


one of the best in Shostakovich’s 
magnificent symphonic canon. 

Coming hard on the heels of 
MTT’s shattering interpretation 
of Mahler’s Seventh the prior 
week, Wigglesworth also showed 
his affinity for the composer at 
hand. He coaxed great expression 
and concentration from the or¬ 
chestra, and the long brooding 
passages were kept from any sense 
of plodding literalism. 
Shostakovich, like Mahler, can 
veer close to vulgarity at times (in¬ 
tentionally so), and it takes a care¬ 


ful conductor to make the big ef¬ 
fects without sounding coarse. 
The young Brit displayed the same 
sure hand showed by Tilson 
Thomas, and the results were 
thoroughly satisfying.

hilism while reaping unexpected 
humor in Rocky’s take-no-prison- 
ers approach to life. Since the New¬ 
man role was originally written for 
James Dean, the presence of Sal 
Mineo as Rocky’s partner in crime 
makes this Robert Wise-helmed 
film a kind of ghostly sequel to 
Rebel Without a Cause. 

Body and Soul distinguishes it¬ 
self as a kind of poster child for 
blacklisted artists: star John 
Garfield, director Robert Rossen 
and screenwriter Abraham Polon¬ 
sky, who was still sore a half-cen¬ 
tury later. Oddly enough, Body 
and Souls subject, the domination 
of the fight racket by hoodlums, 
gets a niftier workout in the com¬ 
panion feature, the 1949 noirish 
melodrama The Set-Up. Robert 
Ryan was nobody’s idea of a glam- 
ourpuss — in fact, Ryan’s rendi¬ 
tion of Stroker Thompson, the last 
guy to learn he was supposed to 
throw his last fight, is one of his 
few screen roles where he doesn’t 
play a snarling racist killer. The 
sight of Stroker running for his 
life past an empty ring in a desert¬ 
ed arena is not soon forgotten. 
Body and Soul and The Set-Up are 
Round Seven (Thurs., 11/9). 

Title bout 

I can’t resist labeling Round Six 
(Wed., 11/8) “Beauty and the 
Beast” for its linking of the young 
Ali ( Muhammad Ali The Greatest) 
and the sexy teen fighters of Bruce 
Weber’s Broken Noses with the 
nasty rascality of Don King: Only in 
America. Sparked by a chance 


plane conversation with Malcolm 
X, ex-pat American director 
William Klein’s Muhammad Ali 
The Greatest recalls a time when 
Americans chose their role models 
by the breadth of their vision and 
size of their hearts. Klein’s two- 
hour film opens with a blazing 
montage of the 1964 title fight be¬ 
tween then-Cassius Clay of 
Louisville, Kentucky and then- 
champ Sonny Liston, ex-con and 
muscleman for the mob. The fight 
is over before we and Liston quite 
know what’s happened, and soon 
Clay/Ali is shouting, “The heavy¬ 
weight champ should be pretty like 
me!” In the wink of an eye, Clay/Ali 
is frolicking with The Beatles, de¬ 
claring his new Muslim identity 
and asserting that he won’t be 
drafted for the war in Vietnam. 

By the early ’70s and Ali’s 
“Rumble in the Jungle” with 
George Foreman, the shadow of 
promoter Don King’s betrayal 
would loom over Ali’s no-longer- 
lithe figure. John Herzfeld’s siz¬ 
zling docudrama Don King: Only 
in America demonstrates how an 
ex-numbers guy and convicted 
killer was able to control the fi¬ 
nancial destinies of not only Ali 
but a generation of African- 
American boxing greats. Ving 
Rhames does a nifty double role as 
the ghetto gangster learning how 
to grab the white man’s share of a 
black fighter’s wallet, and as the 
older craftier showman stepping 
into the ring to do battle with 
media spin. Rhames’ great riff on 
the sacredness to the black experi¬ 
ence of the word motherfucker is 
alone worth the price of admis¬ 
sion (the screening is free). 

The prize for prettiest pugilist 


must ultimately be shared by Ali 
and the boxing boys of Bruce 
Weber’s Broken Noses. Fashion 
photographer Weber brings the 
“look but don’t touch” allure of 
his famed photos of Marines on 
leave to the world of the suburban 
Portland, Oregon boxing club run 
by lightweight fighter Andy 
Minsker. Weber claims in the 
film’s prologue to have caught 
Minsker’s resemblance to “a 
young Chet Baker when he was 
playing his trumpet in Rome.” The 
resulting documentary is unique 
in the canon of fight films. The 
boys’ utter indifference to the ero- 
tizing stare of the camera, com¬ 
bined with their obvious respect 
for Andy’s mix of tough love and 
pranky exuberance, give Broken 
Noses the feel of a church picnic 
with the tiniest suggestion of a 
NAMBLA pajama party, played 
against a retro-hip soundtrack 
supplied by Baker and Julie Lon¬ 
don. The minimal plot details 
Minsker’s family history, bounc¬ 
ing back and forth between the 
new families formed by his di¬ 
vorced dad and mom. The film 
weaves an archetypal story of 
white working-class dreams de¬ 
ferred and scaled down to size, but 
never completely abandoned. 
Whether he’s showing off his col¬ 
lection of classic cars or his jockey 
shorts with a girlfriend’s face 
printed on the crotch, engaging in 
playful Indian wrestling with “his 
kids,” or at Weber’s suggestion 
reading a monologue from 
Richard II in a friend’s rose gar¬ 
den, Minsker emerges as every¬ 
body’s fantasy of the brother they 
wished they might have had or 
have been. T

er Teresa of the red-light district,” 
the animated whore Brenda (Nini 
Jacinto), with whom he has a 
troubled relationship. Numerous 
flashbacks of Harry’s father abus¬ 
ing him and his mother keep yet 
another story simmering in the 
background. 

All these threads are intercut 
with lingering scenes of Harry, 
James, and a bevy of boys grinding 
away onstage for the pleasure of 
both male and female fans. These 
scenes, which pop up with clocklike 
regularity regardless of what’s hap¬ 
pening in the rest of the plot, quick¬ 
ly wear out their welcome. They 
show the boys in a variety of camp- 
kitsch poses and rituals, bathed in 
colored lights, writhing mindlessly 
with their crotches cupped by a 
hand or a feather or a bubble. In 
one tacky-inspired moment, they 
take showers onstage (that’s in “The 
Boys in the Magic Basin” sequence, 
per Mama Odette), gymnastically 
soaping themselves with one hand 
while maintaining their modesty 
with the other. 

These images are redolent of 
old Western models of frozen, 
pose-y homo boys in posing 
straps, the sailors and hustlers of 
AMG or Western Photography 
Guild in the 1950s and ’60s. 
There’s a quaintness in these 
tableaux that’s at first charming 
but eventually slides into overkill 
through sheer grating repetition. 
Varying the props from Indian 
loincloth to feather leggings to 
gauzy pantaloons doesn’t help. 

American friend 

Occasionally, director Chiong- 
lo rises above the material, and the 
movie suddenly feels real. One of 
the flashbacks shows Harry’s fa¬ 
ther’s very casual handing-over of 
the boy to a middle-aged Ameri¬ 
can. The scene is drenched in 
darkness, and it’s not clear imme¬ 
diately what’s going on, making 


the realization that much more 
powerful as the boy and his trick 
are framed in the light of a street- 
lamp inside a doorway, slowly 
moving away. 

Another powerful sequence 
that leaps off the screen quite un¬ 
expectedly is Harry’s encounter 
with his mother. (It’s not giving 
away the store to mention this; the 
film telegraphs most of its plot 
points to even the most distracted 
viewer.) Betty is an aging whore 
who doesn’t recognize him and 
tries to seduce him on the street. 
She’s pathetic in grasping for this 
comely, reassuring bit of flesh, of¬ 
fering to do him in a dark corner 
of the street for nothing. Ap¬ 
palling and poignant indeed are 
lines she uses to seduce him such 
as, “My holes are tight.” It helps 
that the actress, Elizabeth Orope- 
sa, is skilled in rendering what is, 
to the film’s detriment, only a 
minor character briefly glimpsed. 
Strong, too, is a brief “AIDS se¬ 
quence,” but I’ll leave that for the 
viewer to experience. 

Burlesk King squanders such 
scenes in a mostly slow, remote 
story, staying overlong on se¬ 
quences such as Mario’s teary- 
eyed pleas for reconciliation with 
his boyfriend that have little emo¬ 
tional payoff. Chionglo isn’t the 
only culprit here. Actor Rodel Ve- 
layo as Harry has to carry most of 
the movie, and despite his blank¬ 
eyed sex-doll charms and fetching 
flesh, he’s clearly not up to the 
task. When all else fails, there’s al¬ 
ways dialogue, and the film does 
deliver some juicy dish. Mama 
Odette on Harry’s refusal to screw 
American customers because his 
father was from the US: “Fucking 
an American doesn’t make you a 
father fucker!” And Betty has the 
definitive whore’s lament about 
nonpaying customers: “Fucking 
mosquitoes. They feed on me for 
nothing!” V

the homely girl he takes to the 
prom at Pontius Pilate High 
School. It’s an irreverence that al¬ 
lows considerable humor into the 
piece. Later, when Joshua slaps a 
hypocritical priest, one of his dis¬ 
ciples reminds him that he had 
told them to always turn the other 
cheek. “I must have been in a very 
good mood,” Joshua replies. 

Director Ed Decker has staged 
the play with an exquisite grace 
and invention, and his cast of 13 
players is excellent in the variety of 
guises they are called upon to play. 
Teli Cardaci is a good choice to 
play Joshua with his open face, 
and he creates a gentle sort of 
charisma that melds with Joshua’s 
love-thy-neighbor philosophies. 

Michael Beck, who plays the 
apostle Peter, scores with his 


comedic yet human interpretation 
of Joshua’s uncomprehending 
mother. And Michael Billingsley, 
as Thomas, finds a poignancy in 
the awkward bespectacled girl 
Joshua takes to the dance. As 
Judas, with whom Joshua had a 
high school fling, James Marks 
brings a wound-up intensity that 
properly sets him apart from the 
other disciples. 

Corpus Christi seems both a 
call to spiritualism and a soapbox 
denunciation of gay bashing. In 
that, it’s a curious play that still de¬ 
serves an audience among 
thoughtful audiences. It’s hard to 
imagine a better case for the play 
than what’s onstage at the New 
Conservatory Theatre Center. ▼
